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SERVICE AND WOUND CHEVRONS. 


The Bureau of Navigation of the Navy Department 
has issued the following circular letter of explanation to 
all ships and stations of G.O. No. 422, regarding service 
and wound chevrons: 





1. Numerous inquiries received by the bureau regarding in- 
terpretation of G.O. 422 show that there exists in the Service 
at large considerable misunderstanding as its intent and ap- 
plication. , 

2. The intent of the order ig to provide a distinguishing 
mark to each person in the naval service who has, by reason 
of his duty in the Navy, run the risk of direct encounter with 
the enemy in which his life might be hazarded. The order has 
been drawn up with the idea of covering every form of service 
in which any such risk would be met. The wound chevron is 
similarly intended to provide a distinguishing mark for those 
who have actuaily received wounds in action with the enemy. 

3. By its language the order makes the wearing of the 
chevrons optional. No one is required to wear them, but they 
should not be worn by anyone not clearly entitled to the 
privilege. 

4. The arms of the chevron are to be placed at an angle of 
sixty degrees with each other, so that the inner edges of the 
arms form two sides of an equilateral triangle of two inches 
to the side. The chevron should be so placed upon the sleeve 
of the line officer’s uniform that the open face of the chevron 
is parallel to the stripes on the sleeve and tangent to the two 
upper rays of the star, the apex being directly above the star. 
The chevron is to be placed in a corresponding position on the 
sleeves of staff officers and enlisted men's uniform, except that 
it is not to be superimposed upon service stripes worn by 
enlisted men, but should be placed above them where the space 
permits. Additional chevrons should be placed ™% inch above 
the chevrons already authorized. 

5. The subparagraphs of paragraph (3) of the order describe 
the various forms of service which will render the individual 
eligible for the war service chevron. Eligibility under more 
than one form of service does not entitle the individual to 
more than one chevron. The chevron is for war serviee, and if 
the individual renders such service under several different 
forms the fact is sufficiently indicated by a single chevron. 
For example an aviator under paragraph (d) might be entitled 
to a chevron while attached to an air station on shore and 
subsequently become entitled to one for service on an aviation 
ship that would meet the conditions of subparagraph (b). 
Such an individual is not entitled to wear two chevrons. 

6. Additional chevrons may be worn only for continued ser- 
vice. Eligibility for the second chevron does not begin to 
accrue until twelve months of actual, eligible service have 
elapsed from the beginning of the service entitling the wearer 
to his first chevron. Eligibility for the third chevron does not 
begin to accrue until the lapse of twenty-four months of actual, 
eligible service from the beginning of the service entitling the 
wearer to the first chevron. 

7. If risk of life in action has been actually realized on a 
ship torpedoed or fired upon by enemy vessels, the requirement 
of three months is deemed unnecessary, but in any such case 
there must be positive proof of sueh attack. Engagement with 
a phantom submarine does not entitle the individual to a 
chevron. 

8. Where the risk can reasonably be deseribed as intermit- 
tent, which is true even of service in the war zone, it is 
deemed advisable to require three months of service before 
eligibility can be established. Where detachment from such 
intermittent duty, as for example that performed by trans- 
ports, has occurred prior to the completion of three full months 
from the date that the risk is deemed to have begun, the in- 
dividual is not entitled to the chevron. Even though during 
the lapse of the deficient period the vessel was not exposed 
to enemy attack, the individual by reason of his detachment 
ceases to be engaged on duty in which the risk was involved. 

9. Vessels in convoy when an accompanying vessel has been 
attacked are not considered as being themselves attacked. 
Vessels at which torpedoes are believed to have been fired, but 
which missed, are not considered as being torpedoed. If the 
individual on such a ship has served more than three months 
on such duty, he is entitled to the chevron without an actual 
attack. If he has served less than three months he must 
clearly and unmistakably be the subject of a real attack. 

10. Service in the South Atlantic during the early period of 
the war, when it was believed that there were German raiders 
in those waters, may be considered as conferring eligibility. The 
only known raider that was operating in those waters was 
subsequently wrecked in the South Pacific, and consequently 
such service after Aug. 31, 1917, should not be considered as 
conferring eligibility unless other conditions of risk arise, to 
be determined by the Department when the occasion arises. The 
27th meridian west of Greenwich is the western boundary of 
the danger area proclaimed by Germany at the beginning of her 
unrestricted submarine warfare. Consequently service east of 
that meridian from the beginning of the war is to be construed 
as conferring eligibility. Without any preceding proclamation 
the Germans extended the war area to the Atlantic Coast of the 
United States in sending submarines to this side. The “first 
positive knowledge of the operations of such submarines was of 
the date of May 25, 1918. From and after that date the risk 
may be considered as extended entirely across the Atlantic, but 
in the absence of any definite information warranting such con- 
clusions, such a risk is deemed not to exist south of the equator. 
Since enemy submarines did not actually enter our harbors, and 
are not likely to do so, service on coast patrol vessels does not 
count, unless such vessels actually cruised on the high seas, out- 
side of the defensive sea areas of our harbors, in search of 
enemy vessels, in which there existed liability of being attacked 
by such enemy vessel. Service of not less than three months 
on such vessels, during which period not less than six actual 
searching cruises at sea have been made, is necessary to estab- 
lish eligibility. 

11. Paragraph (3), Sub-paragraph (a), is to be construed as 
follows: Only those officers and enlisted men are eligible who 
have been regularly assigned and detailed to duty and con- 
sidered available for duty that actually involved flights in air- 
craft in search of enemy vessels since May 25, 1918, and who 
have actually made at least six such flights totaling 30 hours 
while so assigned and detailed. 

12. The chevron is a distinguishing mark of service in the 
Navy. No individual is entitled to wear it except in accordance 
with this order as it may from time to time be construed. War 
service in another arm of the Service does not entitle the 
wearer to the Navy war service chevron, nor shall any person in 
the naval service wear any war service distinguishing mark 
granted him in another arm of the Service,

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ARMY NOTES. 
Promotion Rating Point Established. 

Under date of Oct. 23 the War Department issues 
Circular No. 32, which reads: “In connection with G.O. 
No. 78 and No. 85, War Dept., 1918, the-following is 
published for the information and guidance of all con- 
cerned. No officer will be recommended for promotion, 
the average of whose last rating and revised rating is 
less than sixty points. If a vdeancy occurs for which 
there is no eligible officer having a last rating and re- 
vised rating as high as sixty points, the War Depart- 
ment will be notified and request made that the vacancy 
be filled. by transfer.” 

Senate Confirms New Lieutenant Generals. 

The Senate confirmed the nominations of Major Gens. 
Hunter Liggett and Robert L. Bullard as lieutenant 
generals for the period of the existing emergency on 
Oct. 28, to take rank from Oct. 16. Their nominations 
were sent to the Senate by the President on Oct. 24. 

Food Purchases for Army. 

For consumption by the Army in October and’ No- 
vember, the Subsistence Division of the Q.M. Corps has 
purchased 47,000,000 pounds of flour. Seventeen mil- 
lion pounds are for domestic consumption and 30,- 
000,000 pounds for the troops in France. More than 
4,000,000 gallons of syrup have.been purchased for the 
troops overseas by the Subsistence Division. Syrup, be- 
sides being used on hot cakes by the troops, is also used 
extensively in the sweetening of cakes and pies, thereby 
conserving sugar. Over 100,000,000 cans of salmon— 
one year’s supply for the Army—have just been pur- 
chased, of which more than eighty per cent. will be used 
by the overseas forces. It is estimated that sixteen 
ounces of salmon. are equivalent to twenty-ounces of 
beef. Concentration of the product makes it particu- 
larly adaptable to mobile and trench warfare. More 
than $1,000,000 worth of evaporated milk has just been 
purchased for the A.E.F. by the Subsistence Division. 
This quantity is sufficient supply for one month. 

Boneless Beef and Pork for A.B.F. 

In conjunction with the Research Bureau of the Pur- 
chase, Storage and Traffic Division, the Subsistence Di- 
vision of the Q.M. Corps has arranged to ship about 
2,000,000 pounds of boneless beef and pork to France 
monthly. Fresh pork was not formerly shipped to the 
overseas forces. To conserve the domestic meat supply, 
every boat with refrigerator space coming from the 
Panama Canal Zone will be loaded with boneless frozen 
beef for use of the Army. The first shipment of this 
beef recently arrived and was found to be of excellent 
quality. The use of boneléss beef and pork will save 
monthly thousands of tons of refrigerator space. 

Divisional Camp Laundries. ° 

Seventeen divisional camp laundries, which will take 
care of all the laundry requirements of an Army divi- 
sion, are nearing completion for the Conservation and 
Reclamation Division of the Q.M. Corps. Twenty-six 
mobile laundry units have already been shipped over- 
seas and manufacturers are now making shipments at 
the rate of about four per week. Each mobile laundry 
unit consists of a steam tractor, four trailers which 
carry the laundry machinery and equipment, and one 
supply truck. The steam tractor hauls the laundry unit 
to the point where it operates and then furnishes steam 
and power for the four trailers, which constitute the 
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laundry. The. arrangement of the units permits their 
disassemblement and movement to a new location thirty 
fninutes after the laundry ceases to operate. 

Rations for American Prisoners. 

A ration for American soldiers held as prisoners in 
Germany has been prepared by the Subsistence Division 
of the Q.M. Corps. This ration will be distributed by 
the divisions of the American Red Cross'in Denmark and 
Switzerland. Individual packages, containing sufficient 
food to supply one-man, are sent to prison camps each 
week. The chief components of the package are as fol- 
lows: Corn beef and salmon (with an occasional substi- 
tution of corn beef hash and canned roast beef), hard 
dry bread, dry beans, rice, baked beans and fresh po- 
tatoes (where possible). Prunes, jam, apples, peaches, 
coffee, sugar, evaporated fnilk, vinegar, salt, pepper and 
pickles are supplied. Potatoes and onions are procured 
when possible in France and Italy, otherwise dehydrated 
potatoes and onions are used. Special food is sent for 
the invalid prisoners, this ration containing potted 
chicken, cruckers, concentrated soup, dehydrated spinach, 
creamed oatmeal, corn starch pudding, sweet chocolate, 
extract of beef, soluble. coffee and bran. ‘There are a 
number of substitutes for all items mentioned, among 
the substitutes being dried eggs, potted veal, cheese, 
peanut butter, dried apricots, honey, corn, meal, gela- 
tine, malted milk powder, bouillon cubes, apples, oranges, 
lemons, cocoa and tea. 

Ordnance Reclamation Handled by Q.M. Corps. 

Arrangements have been made by the Conservation 
and Reclamations Division of the Q.M. Corps to take 
over the disposition and reclamation of waste materials 
at Ordnance depots and arsenals which were heretofore 
handled by the Ordnance Department. An order has 
beén issued by the Chief of Ordnance directing that all 
waste products at ordnance stations be turned over to 
the conservation! and reclamation officers.. Equipment 
will be installed ~at the Piccatinny Arsenal for the 
reclamation of empty cast iron and steel shells. 

Horseshoers’ Schools of Instruction. 

Schools for the instruction of enlisted men for duty 
as horseshoers, teamsters, packers and saddlers have 
been established by the Remount Division of the Q.M. 


Corps at the auxiliary remount depots located at or ~ 


near division camps, cantonments and training centers 
throughout the United States. The course in horse- 
shoeing will cover a period of three months; for team- 
sters, packers and saddlers the course will not exceed one 
month. The maximum number of students will be kept 
under instructions in the horseshoers’ school.

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AMERICAN MapeE Masks Dery GERMAN GAS. 





The War Department has made public an interest- / 


ing statement regarding the American made gas mask 
and its efficiency on the battle field, where it has with- 
stood with the most excellent results the efforts of the 
Germans to overcome its effectiveness. The Depart- 
ment says the German forces opposed to the Americans 
have brought into play every method of defense con- 
sidered effective in modern warfare. They are making a 
particularly heavy use of poison gas. General Per- 
shing’s men have been unsuccessfully bombarded with 
mustard shells and every effort made to drench the 
American advanced positions with deadly fumes, but the 
valuable work done by the Gas Defense Division of the 
Chemical Warfare Service has blocked the enemy’s 
efforts. By actual tests the American made gas mask 
gives twenty times the protection afforded by the Ger- 
man gas mask. There is not a single case on record 
of an American soldier falling victim to a gas attack 
when protected by the mask that is now being manu- 
factured in the United States on a quantity basis. This 
fact has been so thoroughly established by repeated ex- 
periences that military authorities place the blame for 
gas poisoning on the carelessness of the victim. Many 
officers of the U.S. Army insist that in most cases the 
men who get gassed should be court-martialed, not dec- 
orated. Fortunately, every American soldier who goes 
to France is a gas mask “expert.” He-has been trained 
to adjust his “land life preserver” with almost incredible 
speed. The mask is put on with only five motions of 
the arms and hands. The man who fails to do this 
within a limit of six seconds is left behind when his 
unit goes to the front. Recently in a practice drill one 
company of American soldiers set a record of four sec- 
onds from the time they were ordered to put on their 


masks to the final adjustment .by the slowest man. 
American gas masks, too, stand up under tests that 


“German masks cannot meet, for the latter will not give 


protection against a high concentration of gas. This 
was demonstrated on the front recently when the Brit- 
ish assembled a sufficiently large battery of projectors 
to put seventy tons of phosgene gas into the air at one 
time, with consequences quite well known, it is believed, 
to the.German general staff. 
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War-Risk INSURANCE FoR OvuR MEN. 

President Wilson approved the War-Risk Insurance 
Act Oct. 6, 1917. During the twelve months in which 
the act has been in operation the Bureau of War-Risk 
Insurance has handled nearly :3,900,000 insurance appli- 
cations and more than 3,800,000 allotment and allow- 
ance forms, and it has been necessary to prepare and 
maintain under constant control more than 26,000,000 
separate individual card records. More than 6,500,000 
checks in payment of allowances and allotments, repre- 
senting a disbursement of almost $200,000,000 for the 


. 


care and maintenance of the dependents and families of 
our fighting men have been mailed. The bureau has 
written nearly $35,000,000,000 of iusurance during the 
time specified. ‘The Army and Navy are more than 
ninety per cent. insured. 
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UNIFoRM Prices To BE CRARGED THE A.E.F. 

Following the receipt of a cablegram from General 
Pershing Oct. 26 at the headquarters of the United War 
Work Campaign “ammittee, New York city, it was an- 
nounced that e!. goods on sale to the American Expedi- 
tionary Force in Y.M.C.A. canteens in Teens will 
hereafter he sold at the same prices charged by quar- 
termaster’'s stores. This arrangement, it was said at 
the comumittee’s offices, is the result of’ an arrangement 
whieu Y.M.C.A. authorities have been trying for several 
munths to effect with A.E.F. headquarters.

A DETERRENT TOWARD ABSENCE WitTHovuTr LEAVE. 

An Army officer on duty in the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral’s Department calls our attention to the findings of , 
a general court-martial. that was conyened at Fort Ogle- ° 
thorpe, Ga., recently to try an enlisted man charged 
with violating the 58th and 96th Articles of War in that 
he deserted the Service by escaping from confinement at 
Fort Oglethorpe, the man being apprehended four days 
later. In the specification of the first charge it was. 
stated that the man “did desert the service of the United 
States,” but in the findings of the court he was declared 
guilty except that “absent without leaye” was substi- 
tuted for the word “desert.” In view of the fact that 
the man had had two previous convictions the sentence 
of the court was that the man.should be confined at hard 
labor for the period of, his natural life and to forfeit all 
pay and allowances due er to become due. This sen- 
tence was mitigated to dishonorable discharge from the 
Service, forfeiture of all pay and allowances, due or to ~ 
become due, and confinement at hard-labor for fifteen 
years, the dishonorable discharge being suspended until 
the soldier’s release from confinement. In ealling our 
attention-to this case the officer writes: “It is my idea 
that if this order could come into possession of unit com- 
manders throughout the Army they would in a great 
many cases see fit toepublish it to their commands. I 
think that there would hardly be anything that would 
act as such a deterrent toward A.W.O.L. This case was 
exceptionally aggravating in as much as the accused’s 
crime was shown to have been committed with the yiew 
of avoiding forcign service. However, should the en- 
listed men of our Service realize that a sentence of life 
imprisonment for a four days’ A.W.O.L. could legally 
be imposed, and an approval to such an extent as ix 
this case, could be ping. it would help tremendously 
for discipline.” 
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Arr Arp FoR SELEcTiING MiLiTary DESIGNS. 

The Commission of Fine Arts has relieved, to r reat. 
extent, the Quartermaster General’s office in r ard to 
the selection of appropriate and artistic desigy for the 
insignia, badges, ‘medals, etc., which it must, / som time 
to time, provide in accordance with the df ections of 
some law, or by reason of some change in regulation or 
some new regulation.

This fact alone 
is the strongest possible recommendation for its use, but 
an additional fact still more strongly recommends it. 
This.is the beneficial influence of the shoe on the foot 
of the wearer.” Short shoes, Colone!] Rugh says, cause 
more foot troubles than narrow ones, hence the great 
need of the two-thirds of an inch room in the length of 
the shoe to accommodate.the lengthening of the foot in 
the first four or five months of training. In fitting shoes 
it must always be remembered that a shoe will enlarge 
sidewise but never lengthwise. He says also that repair- 
ing tends to shorten.a shoe and rebuilding does actually 
shorten it. The regulation Army shoe, he adds, has all 
the essential qualities for foot health and is proving its 
worth to the soldier: The educational phase of the 
problem on the soldier is an equally great one and its 
influence will persist for a long period after the war

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THE CHAPLAIN’S INSIGNIA. P 

The Churchman, a weekly journal devoted to the in- 
terests of the Protestant Episcopal Church, says in a 
recevt issue: “Civilians at home, unless they have talked 
witk chaplains, know little of the intense feeling aroused 
by the order of the War Department that chaplains 
shall not wear the insignia of their rank, but shall carry 
merely the little silver cross upon the shoulder. There 
seems to be considerable latitude wf discretionary power 
in carrying out the order, for some chaplains still wear 
the insignia of rank while others have adopted the 
simple use of the cross. It is safe to say that the 
majority of the chaplains prefer to wear both insignia. 
There is a good deal of feeling in some quarters against 
Bishop Brent, who is held to be responsible for the 
order removing the insignia. In one matter there is, 
however, no division of opinion. ‘That the proposed 
measure for a chaplains’ corps with standing as to rank 
and pay on an equality with the Medical Corps is just, 
generals and chaplains, at home and abroad, are practi- 
cally unanimous and positive in their opinion. There 
can be cited no reason why the chaplains should be dis- 
criminated against in the matter of pay.” 


SuRvViIvVING CONFEDERATE GENERALS. 

Interesting data concerning general officers of the Con- 
federacy are given in the Chattanooga (Tenn.) Sunday 
Times of Sept. 8 by Major Charles R. Evans. The ar- 
ticle, which occupies nearly a page, says in part: “The 
death of Brig. Gen. William McComb, late of the Con- 
federate army, at Gordonville, Va., July 21, 1918, leaves 
enly five survivors of 464 general officers commissioned 
by the Confederate States of America during the great 
civil conflict of 1861 to 1865. These survivors are Major 
Gen. Evander Mcliver Law, of Bartow, Fla.; Brig. Gen. 
Willianr Buffin Cox, of Richmond, Va.; Brig. Gen. Roger 
A. Pryor, of New York; Brig. Gen, Felix H. Robertson, 
of Waco, Texas, and Brig. Gen. Marcus J. Wright, of 
Washington. Of the eight generals of full rank and of 
the nineteen lieutenant generals commissioned by the 
Confederate government all are now dead; and of the 
seventy-eight major generals there is but one survivor; 
a the 359 brigadier generals there are but four 
surtérors.”

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Postal AGENCY IN SIBERIA. 

The Post Office Department makes the following an- 
nouncement regarding the establishment of a postal agency 
in Sibéria for the convenience of our military forces in 
that country: “In order to convey remittances to mem- 
bers of the U.S. military forces operating in Siberia, a 
postal agency has been established in that country un- 
der the name of ‘U.S. Postal Agency, Siberia.” From 
now on postmasters will, therefore, accept the applica- 
tion of intending remitters for money orders payable 
there, and will be careful to draw such orders on the 
domestic form, to name the ‘U.S. Postal Agency, Si- 
beria,” as the office of payment, and to enter in the 
spaces set apart for the payee’s address -his full military 
designation as furnished by the remitter.* The orders 
thus issued must be delivered to the remitter for trans- 
mission-to the payee as in the case of all other domestic 
money orders.” 








British BaLtoon Eystrucrors Gorne Hone. 

During the past fifteen months the American Balloon 
Corps in France has developed a large number of skilled 
balloonists and from now on will be able to furnish ex- 
perienced men from the front to serve as instructors. 
For this reason the British government believes the time 
has come for our Government to relimquish its claims 
on these men whom they need in their own service. 
Major J. Rutherford Hannay, Capts: Ri M- A: Edlandh 
and Robert Wann and Flight Sergeant H. C. Hill of 
the Royal Air Service, who have been in the United 
States for several months initiating a system of in- 
struction for the Balloon Corps and in provturing and 
standardizing material, have reported to the Division of 
Military Aeronautics from balloon fields in various parts 
of the country prior to returning to their stations over- 
seas. 
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ResoLtuTion By M.O.L.L.0.8. ‘

INSIGNIA FOR Motor Transport Corps. 

The insignia for the Motor Transport Corps, U.S.A., 
soon to be adopted by the War Department, consists 
of a bronze wheel, upon which is superimposed a winged 
hat. The wheel is symbolic of power, and is that of a 
motor vehicle. The hat is the broad-brimmed, classical 
headgear which is seen on the Greek god. Hermes, who 
was the swift and sure messenger of the gods and also 
the god of roads. For officers the wheel is silver-tired ; 
for enlisted men the insignia.is of solid bronze, in the 
regulation button form. The hat cord for the corps is 
purple. The corps is essentially an overseas organiza- 
tion, men as well as officers being sent to France soon 
after finishing their short but intensive course. 








CHRISTMAS PARCEL LABELS ARRIVE. 

The first of the Christmas parcel labels designed to 
facilitate the shipment of holiday boxes to the American 
soldiers now in France have reached this country. In 
making this announcement on Oct. 28 the Red Cross 
said relatives of soldiers now overseas probably will re- 
ceive these labels in the course of a few days and should 
arrange to prepare the Christmas boxes without delay. 
The boxes, with complete instructions regarding the 
articles which may be sent, may be obtained without 
charge at Red Cross chapters or branches after Nov. 1.

Military Situation Reviewed. 

In his weekly interview with the Washington corre 
spondents on Oct; 26 Gen. Peyton C. March, Chief of 
Staff, said of the general military situation in Europes 

“During the week, since I talked to you last, the 
steady retirement of the enemy has-been in progrest, 
and we have taken from them 400 square miles. Since 
July 18, when the German drive was brought to a 
standstill by our first counter-offensive, the territory we 
have retaken amounts to more than 7,000 square miles. 
After I talked to you last Saturday the Allies advanced 
rapidly eastward across the plains of Flanders to the 
line of the canal which runs from Eede on the Dutch 
frontier to Deynze on the Lys, where the enemy had 
stopped his retreat and had organised his resistance, BP 
this advance the area in Belgium océupied by the Allies 
has been increased to 1,300 square miles, five times as 
much as the Allies held on July 18. 

“South of the Belgian frontier, in French Flanders 
and Artois, the enemy withdrew quickly from Lille and 
Douai twenty miles to the line of the Escant river. 
through Tournai and Valenciennes. This retreat re- 
leased all of the coal fields in northern France except a 
small tract about five miles square that lies east of the 
Escaut. The enemy’s attempt to stand behind the 
Selle river between the Escaut and Le Cateau was frus- 
trated by the British, who drove forward on Wednesday, 
Thursday and Friday across that organized defense line 
on a fifteen mile front and advanced five miles in three 
days to Le Quesnoy and the railway south of Valen- 
ciennes. Sowtth of this sector the Allied advance stopped 
at the Sambre Canal and the Oise river. Enemy resist- 
ance has been stubborn in the Oise-Serre angle and 
castward to the Argonne along the Hunding-Brunhilde 
line. The general line now held by the Allied forces 
along this front is substantially parallel to the railroad 
system, which it threatens at all points. In front of 
our own troops in the Argonne a very large mass of 
German troops has been concentrated, since it is imper- 
ative for the enemy to protect this railroad line which 
runs from Mezieres down to Metz. 

“On the Italian front an attack has been begun by 
Italian, French and British forces on the Asiago 
Plateau, on the mountains between the Brenta and the 
Piave, and on the Piave 5,000 prisoners have been re- 
ported captured during the first two days; the extent of 


- ground gained is not yet definitely known officially. On 


the Balkan front in northern Serbia the French and 
Serbian troops are pursuing the enemy toward the 
Danube and are now about sixty miles south of it on 
the Morava river. To the east French troops have 
reached the Danube at Vidin in the northwest corner of 
Bulgaria and patrols have crossed the river at that 
— and encountered hostile troops on the Roumanian 
side.” 
Return of General Officers to U.S. 

Owing to a report having been received in this coun- 
try that Major Gen. Omar Bundy was to return to the 
United States to take command of the division to be 
organized at Camp Pike, General March confirmed this 
rumor and added this statement: “A ‘number of gen- 
eral officers are en route from France to the United 
States. General Pershing has asked authority to send 
them back, which was granted, and those general offi- 
cers will be assigned to important commands. . The general 
officers whom General Pershing is sending back, all of 
whom have done fine work over there, are General Bundy, 
General Edwards, General Cameron, General MacMahon 
and General Buck. General Buck had a particularly dis- 
tinguished career, winning the Distinguished Service 
Cross for gallantry in action. All of the officers have 
done splendidly. In this connection I would state that 
Major General Duncan, whom I reported at a previous 
conference as about to be ordered home after being in 
the hospital in France for several months, was reported 
by General Pershing as now able to go back on the line. 
I am very glad that he is not on the list of those com- 
ing back, but will be able again to take an active com- 
mand. They are a very fine lot of officers, all of 
them.” He added, in response to a query as to whether 
General Duncan would be given his oid command, “I 
am not sure. General Pershing has authority to assign 
general officers to any division in which there is a 
vacancy. I assume that when General Dunean_ be- 
eame sick some other officer was assigned to his divi- 
sion; and that he will be assigned to some division now 
open.” 

As to’ the assignments of these returning general offi- 
cers the Chief of Staff stated that in addition to Gen- 
eral Bundy going to Camp Pike, General Edwards will 
go to Camp Lee, General MacMahon will be assigned 
to one of the big field artillery camps, and that the 
others “will each be assigned to an important com- 
mand where his experience will be most valuable.” He 
denied the report that Brig. Gen. George V. H. Mose- 
ley -had been assigned to Camp Custer and stated, in 
response to a specific question, that Col. William HL 
Tobin, C.A.C., was with the Army Artillery Park, Ist 
Field Army. 

Location of Units. 

Responding to individual questions as to the location 
of various units, General March denied a report that 
the 61st Coast Artillery Regiment was lost on the 
Ticonderoga, stating that the unit was not on that ship; 
but has arrived safely in France. The 44th Regiment 
of Engineers is.a railroad regiment and is near Sau- 
mur. The 308th Trench Mortar Battery is with the 
83d Division, but its commander was not known. The 
110th Field Artillery went over as a part of the 29th 
Division. It is not with that division at present, but 
is still in an artillery training area. The 83d is a depot 
division and has not been in action. The 84th Divi- 
sion is just arriving in France. ‘The 313th Infantry is 
still a part of the 79th Division, and that division is 
on the line near the Meuse. ‘The 58th Infantry was in 
action west of the Meuse when last reported, Oct. 12. 
The 3?9th Infantry belongs to the 80th Division, which 
has been in action near the Meuse. The 49th Division, 
under Major General Strong, is a depot division and 
has not been in action. 

One of the statements made by a correspondent was, 
“on Oct. 5 General March reported the 33d Division as 
having been engaged at Verdun on Sept..14. Is it per- 
missible to say what action it has had since, and where?’ 
To which the Chief of Staff replied: “That isn’t exactly 
what I-said; I said that the headquarters of the divi- 
sion were near Verdun. When last reported, it was in 
action east of the Mense.” 

Other units identified as to positions were: The 313th 
Field Artillery belongs to the 80th Division, which is on 
the line near the Meuse. The 332d Field Artillery is at- 


tached to the 32d Division, and that division is now im 
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action between the Meuse and the Argonne. The 58th 
Infantry belongs to the 4th Division, which in early 
August was on the Vesle. Battery B, 50th Artillery, 
C.A.C., has arrived in France. The 106th Infantry was 
a ong of the British drive when last reported. The 
104th, 105th and 106th Machine Gun Battalions were 
also reported as taking part in the British drive in the 
section east of Cambrai. The 105th Field Artillery was 
attached to the 33d Division, in action east of the Meuse. 
The 57th Artillery is attached to the Ist Army. The 
59th Artillery is attached to the 4th Army Corps and 
is on the Meuse. The 2d Pioneer Infantry is at Dijon. 
The 77th Division was last reported, on Oct. 18, in the 
Argonne. The 53d Pioneer Infantry was reported as 
being near Bellefontaine. The 308d Infantry is at- 
tached to 76th Division, and was in action on the Ar- 
gonne-Meuse front when last reported, Oct. 16. ‘The 
310th Infantry belongs to the 78th Division, the 315th 
to thé 79th Division and the 326th Infantry to the 82d 
Division, these three divisions all being on the Argonne- 
Meuse front. 
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LARGEST MINE FIELD IN HISTORY. 


Secretary of the Navy Daniels, in a statement which 
he authorized be made public Oct. 27, revealed an in- 
stance of the effective work in co-operation accomplished 
by the American Navy and the British navy, and of re- 
sults obtained by the successful accomplishment of the 
largest ordnance sea mine project ever undertaken and 
which has proved to be a vitally important factor in 
the anti-submarine campaign. This consists of the lay- 
ing of 250,000 mines aeross the northern part of the 
North Sea, extending from near the Norwegian coast to 
within about thirty miles of the Scottish coast. 

The fact that a great mine field had been laid in the 
North Sea has been known since last May. Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy Roosevelt referred to it not long 
ago after his return from overseas, but it remained for 
Secretary Daniels to allow the story to be told in de- 
tail, withholding, of course, certain military informa- 
tion which could not properly be divulged. ‘The state- 
ment follows: 

“One of the most important accomplishments of the 
Bureau of Ordnance in this war has been the establish- 
ment. in co-operation with the British navy, of the 
North Sea mine field, designed to bar so far as possible 
the egress of German submarines from their home bases 
into the Atlantic. For this project a new and im- 
proved type of mine was invented, many thousands be- 
ing manufactured and transported overseas, large bases 
were established abroad for assembling and issuance to 
mine planters, a fleet of mine-layers was sent and has 
been maintained in foreign waters, a score of merchant 
vessels were fitted out and have been engaged in trans- 
portation of the material from this country, and a 
mine-loading plant with a capacity of more than a 
thousand mines a day was erected and Iits been in oper- 
ation for many months. 

“Rear Admiral Joseph Strauss, former Chief of the 
Bureau of Ordnance, is in command of the mine force 
abroad. Capt. R.-R. Belknap directs the mine planters. 
Capt. O. G. Murfin is in charge of the forces and bases 
ashore, where several thousand men are engaged, and 
Comdr. 8S. P. Fullinwider is in charge of the ‘mine sec- 
tion of the Bureau of Ordnance, which keeps the forces 
overseas supplied. 

“From the time this country entered the war, officers 
of the Bureau of Ordnance conte that a most ef- 
fective way of combating the submarine would be to 
blockade the enemy’s coast by means of mines, or anti- 
submarine devices, and urged the placing of an anti- 
submarine barrier around the North Sea to prevent 
submarines from getting into the Atlantic. They made 
a thorough study of the various types of barrage, in- 
cluding nets, nets in combination with mines and 
bombs, and mines alone. 

“They concluded that mines offered the only practica- 
ble solution of the problem; but no mine then existing 
appeared to be satisfactory for the purpose, so efforts 
were concentrated on the evolution of a new type. 

“The mining section of the bureau, under the direc- 
tion of Commander Fullinwider, produced a new type 
ef mine, the success of which has surpassed all expecta- 
tions. The first step was to devise a new firing device, 
and the officers saw possibilities in an electrical anti- 
submarine device which Ralph Browne, an American 
inventor, had submitted to the department in May, 
1917, which, while not of practical value in the form 
submitted, embodied an element which could be utilized 
to advantage in a naval mine. 

‘The inventor, in collaboration with officers of the 
bureau, constructed a model apparatus, which on test 
July 9, 1917, gave gratifying results, and the bureau 
immediately proceeded with the design of a mine in 
which the apparatus could be used. To insure the prac- 
ticability of planting mines by either British or Amer- 
ican planters, outside dimensions of the American mine 
and planter were made to conform to the standard 
British gear. Lieut. Comdr. H. Isherwood, R.N., V.R., 
worked with the bureau to accomplish this end and as- 
sisted in designing the complicated mine anchor. 

“Tentative plans for a North Sea mine were sub- 
mitted to Admiral Benson, Chief of Naval Operations, 
on June 12, 1917; the development of a mine peculiarly 
adapted for use against submarines was announced July 
18, and plans for a British-American joint offensive 
operation were submitted on July 30, 1917. After be- 
ing approved by Secretary Daniels, they were submitted 





to the-British Admiralty by Admiral Henry T. Mayo on - 


his visit to Europe during August and September, 1917, 
were accepted in modified form by the British authori- 
ties, and the details of the joint operation worked out. 
Upon Admiral Mayo’s return the Bureau of Ordnance 
was directed by Secretary Daniels to proceed with the 
procurement of the necessary mines. 

“Many thousands of mines had to be produced, and 
as rapidly as the several parts were designed contracts 
were placed for their manufacture. Coincident with 
this work numerous experiments and tests were made 
of each part. The routine method would have required 
the design and test of the mine and all its attachments 
as a whole before undertaking manufacture, but a year’s 
time would have been lost if this routine had been fol- 
lowed. To obtain the new mine in large quantities, and 
to preserve due secrecy regarding its characteristics, a 
radical departure from usual manufacturing methods 
was adopted. Naval plants did not possess the facilities 
for manufacturing more than a thousand a month, and 
these plants were congested with other war work. There 
were no private plants experienced in the manufacture 
of mines. 

“It was impracticable to develop a great plant for the 
sole parece of making mines, as there was insufficient 
time its purpose would have been only temporary. 
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The expedient was therefore adopted of subdividing the 
mine into its many elements and having these elements 
manufactured in different commercial plants, all the 
parts to be finally brought together and assembled into 
finished mines at a mine depot. The work was divided 
among about 140 principal contractors and more than 
400 subcontractors. The major portion of the work was 
done in automobile plants, which possessed the organiza- 
tion and equipment for quantity production. 

“Rear Admiral Earle, Chief of the Bureau of Ord- 
nance, pushed the work to the utmost. The results fully 
justified the means adopted, as a full year’s time was 
saved, and the mines when finally assembled and tested 
under service conditions functioned as designed. The 
cost of the new mines is much less than that of similar 
products before the war, notwithstanding the higher 
cost of labor and material, and this is due to the quan- 
tity production methods followed out and the keen com- 
petition between contractors. 

“While the mine itself was being placed in produc- 
tion,-a number of ships were converted into mine- 
planters. a mine-charging plant with a capacity of 
1,000 mines a day was erected to load the mines, an 
important railroad shipping pier was taken over for the 
handling of mine material, and other necessary arrange- 
ments made. Abroad, mine depots were fitted out for 
the assembly of mines and their issuance to the mine- 
planters. 

“A fleet of more than twenty merchant ships was 
taken over by the Navy and fitted out for the sole pur- 
pose of transporting mine material overseas. Captain 
Belknap accomplished the work of procuring, fitting out 
and organizing the vessels for mine planting. Vhe task 
of fitting mine bases on shore abroad was intrusted to 
Capt. O. G. Murfin, who proceeded overseas in Novem- 
ber, 1917. 

“The arrangements for the receipt of the various 
parts, transportation and final assembly were made 
rapid and automatic and on a -scale never before at- 
tained in such work. From American ports material 
started across early in February. Since that time there 
has been a constant succession of such shipments, and 
only one vessel carrying mine material has been sunk 
by submarines.” 

Rear Admiral Strauss was selected as commander of 
the mine force, and sailed in April, 1918, followed by 
the mine planters under Captain Belknap in May. Ves- 
sels of the force reached the bases on May 26. Since 
that time many miles of mines have been planted, and 
the American mine layers, working with the British, 
have made a vast area impracticable for enemy subma- 
rines,

U.S. NAVY RAILROAD ARTILLERY. 


The enterprise of the United States Navy Depart- 
ment, and particularly its Bureau of Ordnance, in 
building 16-inch naval guns, transporting them across 
the Atlantic, together with their full accessories, and 
mounting them on specially designed railroad carriages 
for service in battering German army positions, stands 
out as one of the greatest mechanical achievements of 
the war. It was known some weeks ago by the ARMY 
AND Navy JOURNAL that these great guns, which throw 
a heavier projectile and which have a greater muzzle 
velocity than any guns ever previously used as railroad 
artillery, had been landed in France, but we were re- 
quested to make no mention of the fact, until the news 


was officially released. Secretary of the Navy Daniels 
has now permitted the publication of the following facts 
which furnish a splendid illustration of Navy enterprise. 

The final plans and specifications for the construction 
of 16-inch guns which were prepared at the Naval Gun 
Factory, Washington, under immediate supervision of 
the Bureau of Ordnance, by Capt. A. L. Willard, Comdr. 
Harvey Delano and the bureau’s designing draftsman, 
Mr. G. A. Chadwick, were completed in less than thirty 
working days, being ready for submission to the bidders 
about Jan. 25, 1918. Large mounts were to be built, 
capable of taking these big caliber guns, each mount 
with its accessories to be operated as an independent 
train. The equipment included locomotives, gun cars, 
ammunition cars, crane cars, construction, sand, tim- 
ber, berthing and kitchen fuel, workshop, and staff 
radio cars, cars for officers, battery headquarters and 
miscellaneous purpose cars. The first gun, mounted 
complete, left the Baldwin shops on April 25, 1918, in 
charge of Capt. T. A. Kearney, Assistant Chief, Bureau 
of Ordnance, and Lieut. Comdr. L. B. Bye, also of the 
bureau, for the Army proving ground at Sandy Hook, 
where tests were made. 

These guns are all manned and operated by officers 
and men of the U.S. Navy, under the command of Rear 
Admiral Charles P. Plunkett, former Director of the 
Office of Gunnery Exercises and Enginecring Perform- 
ances. The first party of officers and men for this ex- 
peditionary force arrived in France June 9; the first 
shipment of material left the United States on June 20, 
and the entire organization was completed and ready to 
move to the battle front in France late in August. This 
group of 16-inch guns was in action at the front for 
the first time on Sept. 16, and has continued in active 
operation since that date. 

These guns were originally intended for the new battle 
cruisers, but a change in the design of the cruisers left 
the guns available for other use. Rear Admiral Ralph 
Earle, Chief of the Navy Bureau of Ordnance, recom- 
mended that they be placed on railway mountings for 
land service with the armies in France, and he was 
directed to proceed with the design and construction. 
To make the guns completely mobile it was necessary 
to provide not only the railway cars for mounting them, 
but also locomotives and cars sufficient to accommodate 
all the operating personnel of the expedition, together 
with the ammunition, repair shops, cranes, stores and 
miscellaneous material. 

A form of pit foundation is provided to enable the 
guns to be fired at high angles of elevation. Restora- 
tion to complete mobility is but the work of a few 
minutes. The entire mount is covered with armor plate, 
1,600 square feet of plate being required. By shifting 
the position of the gun-mount on the tracks the gun can 
be brought to bear on any desired target. 

When the first gun car was completed last April, gun 
and mount were put through the severest tests and 
showed accurate fire at much longer ranges than had 
ever before been possible with projectiles of such large 
size. There was then only one proving ground in the 
United States, that at Sandy Hook, N.J., owned by the 
War Department, capable of permitting ranging at ex- 
treme distances, and, this was, on request of Secretary 
Daniels, utilized for the proving tests. 

The car equipment is unusually complete. One car 
is a complete machine shop, with every facility for re- 

with blacksmith forge and anvil, lathes, shapers, 
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grinders, and drill presses. Ammunition cars are heavily 
armor plated. The kitchen cars have complete i 
and serving apparatus; the ng cars have foldi 
bunks for the men, and other carry complete sets 0 
spare parts. 

Every effort was made to secure rapid construction. 
The Baldwin Locomotive Company built the engines 
and the Standard Steel Car Company, the box cars. The 
huge steel girders were fabricated by the American 
Bridge Company. Work at all these plants proeeeded 
night and day and was completed in record time. Many 
of the important parts of the gun mounts were made at 
the Naval Gun Factory, Washington. As soon as manu- 
facture was well under way, the task of assembling and 
training personnel was begun. Rear Admiral Plunkett 
was placed in charge of the expedition, and under his 
direction the force of officers and men. necessary was 
built up. The officers were drawn both from the regu- 
lar Navy and Naval Reserves, and the men, for the 
most part, were taken from the Great Lakes 
Station, Chicago. Training was carricd on intensively. 
The men responsible for the work of erection and opera- 
tion of these mounts in France were trained by’em - 
ing them as inspectors at the various plants actua 
manufacturing the material for the project. so they be- 
came thorou.uly familiar with every part. The men 
serving the guns in action were trained at the naval 
roving ground. Others were given training at Sandy 
Hook, in the installation of the pit foundation; also in 
essentials of railroading are necessary in the operation 
of the guns. 

We might state that some idea of the great power of 
the Navy 16-inch gun may be had when it is compared 
briefly with the Navy 14-inch gun. This latter gun has 
a length of fifty-three feet six inches, and fires a pro- 
jectile weighing 1,400 pounds, with a range as at pres- 
ent mounted aboard ship of some fifteen land miles. Its 
extreme range is about twenty-five miles. The 16-inch 
gun mounted on mobile railroad trucks, with its in- 
creased muzzle elevation, has a range said to be ap- 
proximately between twenty-seven, and thirty miles. It 
fires a shell of 2,400 pounds. 

Rear Admiral Charles P. Plunkett, U.S.N., who is at 
present in France, in charge of the operation of. the 
16-inch guns, several years ago advocated the building of 
18- and 20-inch Navy guns. The 15-inch guns of the 
British battleship Queen Elizabeth fire a shell weighing 
1,920 pounds. The 16inch gun of the United States 
Army uses a projectile weighing 2,400 unds with a 
powder charge of 666% pounds. It weighs 130 tons. 
The German cannon which threw shells into Dunkirk, 
France, from a distance of twenty-one miles, was a 
Navy 15-inch gun. It was built at Essen and fired a 
projectile weighing 1,675 pounds. 

The first armored train with railroad artillery of 
which there is any detailed official description, we be- 
lieve, is that used by the British in their operations in 
Egypt in 1882. These operations both afloat and ashore 
were exhaustively treated in an official report to the 
Navy Department by Rear Admiral Caspar F: Good- 
rich, U.S.N., who was present at the bombardment of 
Alexandria, Egypt, aboard the U.S.S., Lancaster in 
1882, he at that time being a lieutenant commander. 
Two armored trains were employed in the campaign in 
Egypt. one at Alexandria. and the other on the Ismailia 
and Tel-el-Kebir line. Both were rigged and operated 
by seamen from the British fleet, The largest of these 
guns was a 99-inch, 12-ton muzzle-loading rifle. The 
truck was left free on the rails, the recoil of -the gun 
being thus converted into a retrograde motion of the 
truck. 

The value of naval guns ashore was well illustrated 
in the Boer war, when, owing to the ingenuity and en- 
terprise of Captain Scott, of the British navy, high- 
powered naval guns were dismantled from a battleship 
at Cape Town, mobile gun carriages were improvised, 
and the guns taken overland to Ladysmith after great 
difficulty. Their superior power saved the place in the 
long and memorable siege until relief came. The guns 
were manned by British seamen and when Ladysmith 
was finally relieved almost the last round of ammuni- 
tion for the navy gun had been expended. 
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THE MARINES AT THE MARNE. 


In a letter written by Major Robert L. Denig, U.S. 
M.C., to his wife who lives in Philadelphia, Pa., which 
has been made public and widely reproduced in full in 
the daily press, there is a remarkably graphic descrip- 
tion of the participation of the Marines in the Allied 
offensive at the Marne that began on July 18, of the 
battle itself as Major Denig saw it, and of the casualties 
that occurred to officers of the Marine Corps, three of 
whom were killed and five wounded. Lieut. Col. Thomas 
Holcomb was in command of the regiment and Major 
Denig of the battalion, he states, and the regiment went 
to the front in camions, having several casualties en 
route from bursting German shell. On the eve of the 
opening of the battle, July 17, Major Denig spent the 
night trying to sleep in a forest in the pouring rain 
while “troops of all kinds passed us in the night, a 
shadowy stream, over half a million men; some French 
officers told us that they had never seen such concen- 
tration since Verdun, if then.” Holecomb’s command_at- 
tacked on the 19th, Major Denig writing: “At 8:30 we 
jumped off with a line of tanks in the lead. For two 
‘kilos’ the four lines of Marines were as 5' ht as a 
die, and their advance over the open plain in the bright 
sunlight was a picture I shall never forget. The fire 
grew hotter and hotter, men fell, bullets sung, shells 
whizzed-banged and the dust of battle got thick. Over 
ton was hit by a big piece of shell and fell. Afterwards 
I heard he was hit in the heart, so his death was with- 
out pain. . . . A rabbit ran ahead and I watched 
him wondering if he would get hit. Good rabbit—it 
took my mind off the carnage.” 

By 10:30 the attack “just died_out” and the Marines 
“dug in,” laying in the trenches until eight o’clock at 
night, being shelled and suffering casu an 
American airplane shot down and a French tank blown 
up, various officers of the command coming back with 
tales of heavy casualties, one of them (Cates) appear- 
ing “with his trousers blown off.” After that hour the 
sent out searching parties for the wounded and at mid- 
night were relieved by a unit of Algerian troops, a re- 
minder of that line in the hymn of the Marine Dy a 
about fighting “on the sands of Tripoli.” One of 
unusual features of warfare noted in Major Denig’s 
letter is that in going back in relief the wind came up 
while they were passing a forest and they lost 
two killed and one wounded from trees and — 
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S. Wass, who was killed in the action of July 18. He 
notes that “as I rode down the battalion where once 
companies of 250 used to march, now you see fifty men, 
with a kid second lieutenant in command, one company 
commander is not yet twenty-one.” 

He ends the letter thus: “To picture a fight, mix up a 
lot of hungry, dirty, tired and bloody men with dust, 
noise and smoke, Forget the clean swords, prancing 
horses and flapping flags. At night, a gas-filled woods, 
falling trees and bright, blinding flashes— you cant 
see your neighbor—that is war. In the rear it is all 

on. The General told me: ‘Hurry to such a place, 
all goes well, we are advancing!’ His staff miles away, 
all clean; one was shaving, another eating hot cakes— 
we had not had a hot bite for two days. As I reached 
my jumping of place, wounded men, killed men, horses 
blown to bits—the contrast! We advanced ten kilo- 
meters, with prisoners and guns, and the bells rang in 
New York for victory, while well-dressed girls and 
white-shirted men, no doubt, drank our health in many 
a lobster palace.” 

Of the officers mentioned in Major Denig’s letter three 
were killed and five wounded—one of the latter, Cap- 
tain Turner, losing a leg. Following are the names and 
addresses of all the officers mentioned :

COMPTROLLER’S DECISIONS. 


“The discharge of an enlisted man of the Navy, 
upon the completion of the unexpired portion of the en- 
listment period following his recall from furlough, is 
such a termination of his enlistment as to entitle him 
to the benefits of G.O. 34, upon reenlistment or enroll- 
ment in the Naval Reserve Force.” This decision was 
given by the Comptroller in answer to a request from 
the Secretary of the Navy for an opinion “as to 
whether or not an enlisted man granted an honorable 
furlough recalled later to active duty and discharged 
honorably at expiration of enlistment is entitled to the 
benefits of G.O. 34 upon reenlistment or enrollment in 
the Naval Reserve Force.” ‘The Secretary of the Navy, 
after making the above inquiry, stated that “a'though 
service in such reenlistment or enrollment follows next 
after service which has been terminated by expiration 
of enlistment, the fact that an extended furlough is 
stated by the Act of Aug. 29, 1916, to be granted 
under the same conditions and in lieu of dis¢uarge by 
purchase of special order of the department, there is 
considerable uncertainty as to whether or not a pay- 
ment of the increase allowed by G.O. 34 would be author- 
ized.” The Comptroller further explains that the pur- 
pose of the Act ef Aug. 29, providing furlough with- 
out pay, was to provide a conditional discharge in lieu 
of the absolute discharge by purchase so as to save to 
the Government the benefit of the right to further ser- 
vice of men so discharged; the condition being that in 
ease of war or national emergency the Government 
could terminate the furlough by recalling the man to 
serve during the unexpired portion of his enlistment. 
His recall to duty restores him to his former status 
as to pay and restores him to all rights and privileges 
under his contract of enlistment, as though no break 
in his enlistment service had occurred. . 

Owing to the fact that a uniform kas been pre- 
scribed for members of the nurse corps (female) of 
the Navy all female members of the Naval Reserve 
Corps serving in that capacity are entitled to a uni- 
ferm gratuity, according to a decision of the Comp- 
troller given in answer to a request from the Secretary 
of the Navy. This change from a former decision, made 
April 5, 1917, is due to the fact that the Navy De- 
partment has since prescribed a uniform for female 
members generally of the Naval Reserve Force and re- 
quires those members enrolled az female nurses to pro- 
cure stich uniforms. 

The Paymaster General of the Navy has asked the 
Comptroller for a decision as to an inquiry made by 
Vice Admiral on the point of whether an ensign, 
while interned in a neutral country, is entitled to com- 
mutation of quarters, heat and light either for himself 
or on account of dependents under Act of April 16, 
1918. After stating that no facts had been presented to 
him “as to whether the ensign had been furnished quar- 
ters by the neutral country, whether there were avail- 
able quarters for him as an interned officer or whether 
no such quarters existed and he was required to hire 
quarters for himself’ the Comptroller states that if the 
ensign had been required to hire quarters for himself be- 
Jause none could be had in any other way “I am of the 
opifion that he is entitled to commutation of quarters,” 
but that “if quarters have not been so required he is 
not entitled to commutation.” As.to the rights of the 
ensign to commutation of quarters for dependents the 
Comptroller sums them up thus: “You are advised that 
if the facts disclose that he is entitled to commutation 
of quarters in his own right he is not entitled to commu- 
tation for dependents under the Act of April 16, 1918. 
If be is not entitled to commutation of quarters in his 
own right he may be entitled by reason of dependents.” 

Members of the Naval Reserve Force are allowed an 
increase of twenty-five per cent. for each period of four 
years previous active service in the Navy, Marine Corps, 
National Naval Volunteers and Naval Militia in com- 
puting retainer pay. In giving this decision the Com 
troller states that the amending of the act of Aug. 2, 
1916, by the act of July 1, 1918, allows to the members 
of the N.R.F. the increase specified above and continues: 
“The wording of the act, ‘service .. . shall be 
counted as continuous service’ clearly indicates that all 
legal active service, regardless of continuity or character 
of discharge, is to be considered as if served continu- 
eusly in the N.R.F. Credit for same should be applied 
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as provided in the original act of Ang. 29, 1918, that is 
for the second four years of sach previous service 2 
credit of twenty-five per cent. of the two months’ base 
pay, and for the third and fourth four years a_ like 
credit, making a total of seventy-five per cent. within 
the limitation of sixteen years’ placed thereon.” 

Longevity pay for Army officers who have had pre- 
vious service in the state National Guard dates from 
the passage of the act of Congress, July 9, 1918. This 
decision is made in response to an inquiry from a dis- 
bursing officer as to whether longevity pay should be 
granted from the date of the acceptance of commission 
or from date of Bulletin No. 43, W.D., July 22, 1918. 

Continuous service pay is due an enlisted man in_the 
Navy “if the men enlists for another full term as_fixed 
by the Act of May 22, 1917, whether it be for a lesser 
period or periods prescribed by the President, ot for the 
period of the present war.” In asking for a decision in 
this matter an assistant paymaster of the Navy states 
that the enlisted man who is in his third term of en- 
listment believed that on his last enlistment on June 
14, 1918, he had enlisted for four years, whereas tht 
Burean of Navigation Circular Letter No. 11-18, Jan. 
11, 1918, states that “enlistment for the duration 
of the war does not give the man rights to continuous 
service unless this duration should be for four years.” 
The Comptroller says that his decision “seems a fair 
construction of the pay provisions of the acts of May 
22, 1917, and of Aug. 22, 1912, when read together.” 

Enlisted men in the Army Mime Planter Service re- 
ceiving base pay of $32 per month are entitled to con- 
tinuous-service pay of $3 per month during their second 
enlistment period os provided by the act of May 11, 
1908, this decision having been made im answer to a 
question presented by the Quartermaster General of the 
Army, who stated that the above-men ed act made no 
provision for an increase for length of service on the 
rate of pay of $33 a month, which is that of the class 
of men affected by this decision. 
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NEW ARMY CONSTRUCTION. 
The Construction Division of the Army has been au- 
thorized to undertake the following work: 


An extension of approximately 561 feet in length 
will be made to the present warehouse No. 3 at the 
Baltimore Depot Warehouses. This extension will be 
connected by a platform about 4,080 square feet to the 
dock at Colgate Creek. The estimated cost is $228,680. 

The water supply at Fert Oglethorpe has been 
greatly overtaxcd by the increase in the number of 
camps at Chickamiauga Park, Ga. To overcome this de- 
ficiency the following work wiil be undertaken at that 
point: Development of Green’s Lake Supply, purchase 
of Ridgedale pumping station, including land and equip- 
ment, purchase of Green's Lake lands and water rights, 
reinforcements to the existing distribution system in the 
reservation and the installation of tanks. The estimated 
cost for all work authorized is $352,000. 

In order to alter the buildings at the Carlisle Indian 
School at Carlisie, Pa., and make them ready for their 
future use for hospital purposes work costing $180,000 
will be undertaken at once. 

The construction of a camp is authorized in connec 
tion with Cammack Field, Long Island, to accommodate 
four aero squadrons. In addition to the accommodations 
for officers and men, fifteen hangars will be erected. The 
estimated cost is $99,605. A similar camp will be 
erected at Babylon, Long Island. 

A.central steam heating plant to supply heat to the 
old wards and the new two-story buildings at the base 
hospital, Fort Sam Houston, will be undertaken at once. 
The cost will be $101,000. 
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POSITION OF THE MEXICAN SERVICE BADGE. 


As we have heretofore pointed out, Changes No. 1, 
S.R. 41, Uniform Regulations, gave the Mexican Ser- 
vice Badge place as No. 11 in the list of campaign 
badges authorized to be worn with the uniform.

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THE TRAINING OF OFFICERS. 


To THe Epitor or THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

The writer of this was, until the recent order of unifi- 
cation, a Reserve officer of only a few months service. 
It is therefore with some hesitation that he ventures te 
write even a word on so technical a subject as the train- 
ing of officers. 

The impression seems to prevail among many newly 
commissioned officers that their duties can be Jearned 
by daily experience alone; that to be a soldicr one must 
make sudden decisions, shout loudly, give the outward 
impression of intense activity, and there let the matter 
rest. In thelr minds bluster seems to be mistaken for 
military ability, and technical knowledge for imprac- 
tical theory. e writer has heard more than one aspir- 
ing young officer, scorning all study, refer to himself as 
& “practical” soldier; and has seen the same young man 
blundering ahead, learning a little, as even a foo! wiil, 
from his daily experiences, but making no genuine prog- 
ress in his training for the profession of arms. 

This statement I believe to be beyond contradiction: 
that with sufficient study and only a limited amount of 
practical experience a man may become at least a use- 
ful officer; yet a lifetime of practical experience with 
no study will not make an officer capable of leading or 
handling troops in such a war as the present one. The 
profession of arms is a learned profession in no less a 
degree than medicine or the law. It is a profession in 
which success in anything but the lowest grades cannot 
be attained except by diligent study, extending over the 
entire period of service, and which no amount of experi- 
ence or service can replace. 

To the recently commissioned officer we may then say: 
“Study, and continue to study.” Primarily it is neces- 
sary to know one’s own arm or corps, but we must look 
beyond this if we are to be of the fullest value to the 
Service. An officer must understand the relation of his 
own work to that of the other arms, and must see its 
position and importance in the Army as a whole. The 
period of study must not cease with the change in status 
from that of cadet to that of an officer. If we are to 
produce officers of broad vision and growing value, and 
if ail our elementary work is not to be lost, we must 
continue to study so long as we continue to exercise 
command. L. P. M.

This condition is of paramount 
importance to the government and should be given .due 
consideration. ‘The writer has come into -contact with 
a.large number of these men already serving in limited 
service.

This could be 
done without injury to the overseas Army as soon as 
cold weather sets in on the west front and the influx to 
the United States of officers with first-hand experience 
should materially speed up training on this side.

PROGRESS OF THE WAR IN EUROPE. 
(Summarized from reports Oct. 25-31.) 
ITALIAN OFFENSIVE CARRIES PIAVE LINE, 


Timed to coincide with serious internal troubles in 
Austria-Hungary an Entente offensive of great propor- 
tions started this week along the Italian front from the 
Asiago platean to the Adriatic coast. At least four 
Italian armies and a British army took part in the 
opening moves, while’ other forces, said to inelude a 
division of American troops remained *in reesrve await- 
ing the moment to add their weight to the advance. As 
a result of the first stage of the offensive the Austrians 
lost their positions along the entire left bank of the 
Piave from the vicinity of the Valdobbiadene downstream 
as far as Fagare, while west of the river, in the region 
of Monte Grappa and Monte Tomba a series of holding 
attacks drove back the enemy from the heights consti- 
tuting his front line and kept him heavily engaged. The 
attacking columns penetrated at points more than ten 
miles beyond the Piave river in such a manner as to 
drive a wedge between the enemy’s forces in the high- 
lands on the north and his armies on the lower course 
of the stream. Subsequently the Italians forced a num- 
ber of crossings along the lower river, threatening the 
Austrians facing them. In the first few days of the 
offensive the Allies thus effected that which the enemy 
had attempted in vain last July: to sweep over the river 
barrier, throw the adversary back deeply to the rear, 
break up his support points and drive him to the alter- 
native of a general retreat eastward through Venetia or 
of a desperate attempt to hold back the onslaught in 
the open. 

It will be remembered that Foch in the early summer 
found it necessary to postpone his plans for the great 
rejoinder to Ludendorff on the main or western front 
until the moment when it became clear that the Aus- 
trian effort against the Piave had failed and the Italian 
front would not have to call upon him for any of his 
reserves in France. Just as the previous Piave offertiive 
bore an intimate relation to the general war situation, 
the present offensive affects the operations in their wider 
aspect. Previously the Allies’ side had to face the pos- 
sibility of the military prostration of Italy in case the 
enemy. should succeed. Now Austria is on the point of a 
military collapse, and had indeed asked for an armistice, 
in the attempt to avert the offensive which she knew to 
be forthcoming. The armistice in case of sustained 
progress in the present offensive must necessarily be 
conditioned on terms far more unfavorable to Austria 
and, principally, to Germany than the Allies could other- 
wise have imposed. The German command, lacking the 
forces to make sure of its own line on the western front 
finds itself forced to give a demonstration of its in- 
ability to succor the embarrassed ally. This, in case of 
further military success on the Allies’ part in Venetia, 
the way is opened for a settlement with Austria on terms 
that will throw Germany open to attack from the séuth. 
To an ever greater extent than that of last summer the 
new offensive in Italy counts as a yast flanking opera- 
tion against the positions on the western front. 

In essence the offensive of this week is an effort to 
drive an overwhelming force across the upper Piave 
river and thence eastward toward Udine, in such a fash- 
jon as to split off and hem the enemy’s forces to the 
south, between the advancing force and the coast. In 
the manner of its unfolding this operation displayed 
three main features: attacks in the mountain front west 
of the Piave, intended to occupy the enemy on a second- 
ary front and weaken him in the main area of peril: a 
principal attack on the upper Piave designed to drive 
the enemy eastward from the river and overcome his re- 
sistance, openig the way for a rapid eastward advance; 
an attack on the lower Piave, for the purpose of holding 
his forces there fixed in defensive positions while being 
outflanked on the north. 

Opening Blow on the Western Flank. 

Pursuant to this plan the offensive started on Oct. 24 
with a great number of heavy local attacks against the 
mountain positions defending the Austrian positions 
east and west of the river Brenta. Farthest west, Ital- 
jan troops delivered violent assaults in the area of the 
Sette Communi and a British force attacked south of 
Asiago, carrying its objectives and taking 300 prisoners. 
West of the Brenta a French contingent captured the 
often disputed stronghold of Mt. Sisemol, taking 800 
captives. At the same time the Italian 4th Army, 
operating immediately west of the Piave seized Mt. 
Solarolo and Pertica, capturing some 2,000 Austro-Hun- 
garians. Then followed a short period in which the 
enemy, alarmed for the safety of this section of the line 
brought up reserves and delivered violent counter-at- 
tacks. Some of these succeeded momentarily, but in 
the main the gains were held. 

Main Offensive on the Piave. 

On the night of Oct. 26-27, three armies began their 
assault against the Piave line. The Italian 12th Army 
forced a crossing on the 27th near Valdobbiadene, just 
south of the point where the river issues from the moun- 
tain ceuntry. The Italian 8th Army crossed a dozen 
miles below, near Susegana and commenced a movement 
northeastward upon Conegliano. The British 10th 
Army, under Lord Cavan, likewise crossed the river near 
Grave di Papadopolo, a few miles downstream and 
threatened Oderzo on the more southerly of the two 
railroad lines that feed this front. It had previously 
seized the islands in the river near its crossing point 
and reached the Ieft bank with consequently less diffi- 
culty. The enemy, however, developed a strong defense 
on his side of the river and succeeded in covering Oderzo 
for the time being. The British took over 5,000 pris- 
oners on their part of the front, and the total captures 
in the crossing operations reached 9.000. 

The Italian 8th Army, on Oct. 29. found the weak 
point in the Austrian line. It pressed forward upward 
of five miles beyond the river and seized the important 
Austrian advanced base of Conegliano. Southeast of 
that place the enemy fell back behind the Monticano 
river, where they made a temporary stand. The Italians 
and the British on their right presently carried the 
line behind the barrier of this small stream. On Oct. 30 
they approached the Livenza river, some eight miles be- 
yond, and further north the Italians pressed forward 
with little opposition toward Vittorio. The defense be- 
tween Vittorio and Oderzo, a stretch of nearly twenty 
miles, had for the moment, at least, lost its power to 
stay the attackers. 

West of the 8th Army, meanwhile, the 12th Army 
cleared the area about Valdobbiadene. carrying the foot- 
hills north and east of the town. On the 30th it had 
reached Follina, eight miles to the northeast, and less 
than that distance from Vittorio. By this move it pro- 
tected the flank of the 8th Army on its right. 

On Oct. 30 and 81 the discomfiture of the Austrians 
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became more pronounced, and the Allies’ success ex- 
panded rapidly with the capture of Oderzo, Vittorio and 
Sacile and the attainment of the Livenza river on a 
wide front. 

Crossing of the Lower Piave. 


It remained to endeavor to prevent an Austrian with- 

drawal from the lower Piave, where the rapidly grow- 
ing flank menace dictated a retreat. This task fell fore- 
most to the 3d Army, under the Duke of Aosta. On the 
night of Oct. 29-30 he seized three crossings, all a few 
miles apart and below Fagare. They were at Salgareda, 
Zenson and Santa Donadi Piave. ‘Bridgeheads were 
promptly established and preparations made for a cross- 
ing in force. 
, Austrian efforts to hasten a armistice became press- 
ing as the offensive developed into a success threatening 
the whole Austrian force in Italy. On Oct. 31 it was an- 
neunced that the Austrian commander had sought terms 
for a supression of hostilities. 


THE WESTERN FRONT. 
British Operating against Valenciennes. 


Valenciennes, where the British, according to last 
week’s news, had actually forced their way into the 
western part of the city continued to be stubbornly de- 
fended by the enemy. By breaking the canal bank north- 
east of the city he was able to flood a considerable area 
and so to bar approach from that direction. It became 
necessary to complete the flanking operation against the 
city from the south, previously begun by the carrying 
of the Selle and Ecaillon river lines. In heavy fighting 
on Oct. 23 and 24, the British took 7,000 prisoners and 
advanced their lines at many points. On Oct. 25 the 
advance south of the city reached the Valenciennes- 
Quesnoy railroad line, while to the north the Germans 
were driven from villages on the west bankeof the 
Scheldt. The advance amounted to some two miles and 
several thousand prisoners were taken by the armies of 
Generals Horne and Byng. German counter-attacks 
were repulsed on the following days. The enemy fell 
back behind the Rhonelle, the easternmost of the several 
ttle rivers barring the way to Valenciennes from the 
south. 

South of Le Quesnoy the British faced the great forest 
of Mormal, a huge convert of some forty square miles 
in extent. It barred their future advance on their 
southern flank, and awaiting the occasion for a flanking 
advance to either side of it, they contented themselves 
with bombardments and small local operations in this 
region. Tothenorthof Valenciennes they were similarly 
held up by the barrier of the Scheldt river, a wide stream 
difficult to cross. On these accounts both the attack and 
the defense found it necessary to concentrate their 
active operations in the Valenciennes area itself. ‘ 


French Clear Oise-Serre Angle. 

In the angle between the Oise and Serre rivers, the 
French 1st Army, operating south of the British, con- 
tinued to push back the enemy. Advancing both north 
of the Oise bend and south of it on Oct. 24 they worsted 
the Germans on this front and forced them to a with- 
drawal of more than five miles on a fifteen-mile front, 
carried out during the following two days. Guise, at 
the bend in the Oise, was vigorously defended as the 
enemy, retired farther south. Here the French advanc- 
ing from the canal on the north and the river on the 
south reached the outskirts of the town on Oct. 24. The 
Germans counter-attacked heavily and repeatedly and 
were able, for the moment, to retain their hold upon the 
place. The operations of Oet. 24 and 25 yielded the 
French about 3,500 prisoners in this area. 

On the Serre river Mangin’s troops, maintaining the 
pressure upon the enemy captured the village of Mor- 
tiers, the enemy’s last important position on the north 
bank of the river, on Oct. 25. Eastward they continued 
to gain ground as far as the Aisne at Chateau-Porcien. 
In this region they took 2,300 of the enemy on Oct. 25 
The fighting in 
this area was severe and continuous, although without 
striking feature. The offensive here as elsewhere in 
many parts of the front took the form of unremitting 
presence and gradual advance without notable concentra- 
tion or maneuver about any one spot. West of Bau- 
nogne on Oct. 29 a hard fought engagement yielded the 
French 5th Army a considerable gain on a seven-mile 
front with 850 prisoners. The attack continued in this 
area on Oct. 30. 

American Operations in Meuse Region. 


Without making any new general attack in the Meuse 
regidn the American ist Army scored numerous gains 
in ceascless fighting, and consistently retained its estab- 
lished ‘superiority over the forces opposing it. On Oct. 
25 they attacked and took Hill 360 on the east bank of 
the Meuse, southwest of Danvillers. North of Hill 360 
the Americans after a series of engagements lasting sev- 
eral days remained in final possession of Belleau Wood. 
despite repeated counter-attacks. German attacks failed 
likewise in the Bois d’Ormont and near Bautheville on 
Oct. 27. North of Verdun the Americans took Aincre- 
ville on Oct. 29. Aincreville lies about three miles west 
of the Meuse and is north of the Brieulles-Cunel-Bauthe- 
ville line where the Americans established themselves 
last week. Its capture carries the advance a step far- 
ther down the river toward Stenay, ten miles further 
north, and Montmedy, where important railroad supply 
lines enter French territory from the east. 


TEUTONS WITHDRAW FROM SERBIA. 


Making little further effort to halt d’Esperey’s pur- 
suit, the Austrians hastened their flight out of Serbia, 
Albania and Montenegro. At the beginning of the week 
they still remained in the northernmost third of Serbia. 
On Oct. 25 it was announced that the Serb forces had 
met their rear guards in the Morava valley, north of 
Nish, and driven them in disorder, seizing Paracin. 
Cragujevatz was occupied by Oct. 27. Serbian bands on 
the west pressed over the border into Herzegovina. The 
Italians in Albania reached Alessio on Oct. 27 and 
moved on Sentari. : 

TURKEY YIELDS. 

Despairing because of the loss of Aleppo to Allenby 
and the consequent cutting of communications behind the 
Turkish army holding Mosul, the Porte, isolated from 
Germany by the fall of Bulgaria, gave up the struggle 
on Oct. 31. Allenby’s army reached Aleppo on Oct. 26. 
Liman von Sanders had awaited as if to defend the city, 
with an army of ten or twelve thousand, but fled at 
their approach. A British advance from the direction 
of Bagdad against Mosul began on Oct. 24 with the 
capture of Kerkuk. The Turks retired hence. Before 
the Mosul campaign came to a conclusion the Porte find- 
ing communication with Mosul cut off asked an armis- 
tice. This was granted upon terms which included the 
entry of warships in the Dardanelles, the landing of 
forces at Constantiople and the withdrawal of all Turk- 
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NOTES OF THE WAR. 


General Ludendorff Out. 3 

General Lidendorff, until recently commander of Ger- 
many’s ar-aies, has been placed on the unattached list, 
accordirg to press despatches from London ard Berlin 
dated Oct. 27. His resignation was announced in Ber- 
lin on the previous day, it being stated that “the Em- 
peror, accepting the request to be allowed to retire Gen- 
eral of Infantry Ludendorff, the the first quartermaster 
general, and commander in time of peace of the 25th 
Infantry Brigade, has placed him on the unattached list. ~ 
The Emperor decided at the same time that the lower 
Rhennish Infantry Regiment No. 39, of which the gen- 
eral has long been chief, shall bear henceforth the name 
of Ludendorff.” The retirement of Ladendorff is re- 
garded as an event of deep significance in Germany, and 
is interpreted as meaning that he has been defeated by a 
majority in the Reichstag who are in favor of the armis- 
tice terms proposed by the Allies. He has been not only 
one of the greatest of Germany’s war leaders but one of 
the most powerful directors of her war policy. = t 
“German Submarine Activity Almost Negligible. 

The British Admiralty announced Oct. 26 that Ger- 
man submarine activity reached such a low mark dur- 
ing the week mentioned as to become almost negligible 
as a war measure, according to a press despatch from 
London. This notwithstanding the fact that the number 
of German submarines lurking in the Atlantic and the 
Mediterranean is as large or greater than before. The 
Admiralty regards this situation as part of the German 
peace offensive. It is believed that if Germany elects 
to fight to the end of her resources her greatest subma- 
rine effort may be expected late in December and in 
January. At a conference held between War Depart- 
reent oflicials and the Senate Military Committee Oct. 
26, members of the committee were told that the total 
world’s shipping tonnage is only seven per cent. less 
than at the beginning of the war. American tonnage 
has more than doubled. 

The amount of British merchant shipping sunk by the 
enemy, including marine risk, during September was 
lower than in any month since August,°1916, according 
to an announcement made by the British Admiralty 
Oct. 23 and reported here in a press dispatch from Lon- 
don. The losses totaled 151.5! gross tons, compared 
with 176,434 in August.and 209,212 in September, 1917. 
The losses for the quarter ending September were 
510,551 gross tons, compared with 952,938 for the cor- 
responding quarter of 1917. ‘ 

Large Growth of the British Navy. 

Figures made public Oct. 25 on the growth of the 
British navy during the war shows that the fleet, in- 
cluding the auxiliaries, has increased from 2,500,000 
tons displacement to 6,500,000 tons, and the> personnel 
from 146,000 to 406,000, says a press message from 
London. Since the outbreak of the war 21,500,000 sol- 
diers have been transported by sea, of whom 4,391 have 
been lost. For the requirements of the British naval 
and military forces more than 85,000,000 tons of stores 
were transshipped, while more than 24,000,000 tons were 
taken overseas for Great Britain’s allies. Transporta- 
tion was also provided for 2,000,000 animals. The or- 
ganization of convoys({ due to submarine war- 
fare, has been an important part of the work of the 
British navy since March, 1917, since which time there 
have been 75,929 sailings, with the losses numbering 
only a few hundred vessels. 

British Have Captured 327,416 Combatant Prisoners. 

Announcement was made in the House of Commons 
Oct. 28 that since the beginning of the war British 
troops have captured 327,416 enemy combatant priso- 
ners, including 264,242 Germans. There are 97,000 
combatant German prisoners in the United Kingdom at 
the present time. 

British Casualties. 

The British War Office announced Oct. 28 that the 
casualties for the week ending that date were 32,249, as 
compared with 37,150 for the previous week. They are 
divided as follows: Killed or died of wounds—oflicers, 
436; men, 5,307. Wounded or missing—officers, 1,141; 
men, 25,365. Z| 

England Increases Price and Roduces Meat Ration. 

The Food Administration announced Oct. 28 that the. 
British Food Controller has decided to increase the retail 
price of meat and reduce the meat ration from one pound 
to three-quarters of a pound per capita weekly, except 
ham and bacon, of which there are e stores, accord- 
ing to a despatch from Washington to the New York

French Airman Downs His 109th Machine. 


Lieut. René Fonck of the French army recently 
brought down four German airplanes in twenty minutes 
on the same day, announces a press dispatch from Paris, 
dated Oct. 9. He is now credited with seventy official 
victories, and has actually brought down 109 German 
machines. 

Germans Using New Aerial Bomb. 

The Germans during the last few days have been 
using in their aerial fighting a new type of inflammable 
bomb, which combines great veness with light 
weight, says a cablegram from Paris dated Oct. 
the Associated Press. A single airplane, it is said, can 
carry 200 of such bombs. The only way of fighting the 
fire caused by this new form of destructive weapon ap- 
pears to be the isolation of the blaze, as pouring water 
on it is literally adding fuel to the flames because of 
the chemicals in the bomb. 

Shotguns in Close Fighting. 

“One striking thing about the Argonne fight in which 
the 77th Division participated was that the New York- 
ers used shotguns,” says a correspondent of the Hvening 
Sun in writing from France, “and found them an etf- 
fective weapon and greatly feared by the Germans, who 
used slit rifle bullets. The 365th Infantry was — 
with shotguns and found them invaluable in the 
in the dense tangle of the forest when the Germans often 
popped up from behind bushes only twenty feet away. 
‘fhe closeness of the fighting can be gauged from ‘the 
fact that Brig. Gen. Edmund Wittenmyer of the brigad 
was never further thay fifty yards from the Germans 
during the entire fight.” ;

Lieut. Comdr. James McDowell Cresap, U.S.N., died 
at the Naval Hospital, Annapolis, Md., on Oct. 25, 1918, 
of pneumonia following influenza. Interment in Naval 
Academy Cemetery. He was the son of the late Lieut.

Capt. Raymond Hull Noble, U.S.A., died Oct. 13, 
1918, at the Walter Reed Hospital, Washington, D.C., 
after an illness of less than a week’s duration in which 
pneumonia followed an attack of influenza. Funeral 
services were held from his late home, 262 Putnam ave- 
nue, Brooklyn, N.Y. Captain Noble was born April 3, 
1886 in the Borough of Manhattan, New York city. He 
attended the State Normal School at East Stroudsburg, 
Pa., where he graduated. in 1904. He chose law as-his 
profession and at New York University he received the 
degrees of Bachelor and Master of Law. When the 
United States entered the present war.Captain Noble 
gave up a lucrative law business of his own and was 
appointed an officer of the Army.

COMMISSIONS FOR ENLISTED MEN IN STAFF CORPS. 
CIRCULAR 34, OCT. —, 1918, WAR DEPT. 


The War Department authorizes publication of the following 
on applications of enlisted men for commissions in the staff 


corps: 

1. It is contemplated that all qualified_enlisted men physic- 
ally fit for general military service who aspire to commissions 
will have opportunity through the officers’ training schools, 

2. There will be many vacancies in the staff corps and de- 
partments that may be filled by persons who are not physically 
fit for general military service, but whose defects may be 
waived for the particular service for which they are qualified. 

8. It is desired that the opportunity to apply for commission 
in the staff corps be made known to all qualified men of this 
class and that they be encouraged to submit “applications. 

4. Application will in all cases be made upon the standard 
form for application for commission (Form 100, PB-GS). Ap- 
plications will be pragared according to instructions accom- 
panying the form and will be submitted through military 
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channels, each intermediate commander making recommenda- 
tion thereon. 

5. Post and station commanders will cause examining boards 
td be convened for examination of applicants, the board to 
¢onsist of at least one line officer and one medical officer. No 
formal proceedings of the board will be required other than 
completion of Par. 15 of Form 100, PB-GS, and the completed 
form for physieal examination, Form No. 895, A.G.O. 

6. Completed application blanks of all applicants will be 
forwarded to The Adjutant General of the Army. 

7. The forwarding of an application should not interfere 
with transfer of the soldier within the United States pending 
action on the application. An applicant should, however, for- 
ward through military channels notice of any change of ad- 
dress, stating the fact that he has submitted an application for 
commission in a particular staff corps. : 

8. Applicants who cannot be utilized in any capacity will be 
promptly notified upon receipt of their applications by the 
War Department. Applicants who may be utilized in some 
eapacity will be so notified and will be commissioned as ve- 
cancies occur, 


G.O. 87, SEPT. 23, 1918, WAR DEPT.

III.—The attention of all concerned is invited to Sec. IV, 
G.O. 17, Feb. 13, 1918, requiring commanding officers of posts, 
camps, cantonments and other stations, as well as department 
commanders, to ‘cause the finger prints of officers to be made 
and forwarded to The Adjutant General of the Army. 

As the finger prints of many officers have not been received, 
the commanders specified in the order cited will take immediate 
steps to have them taken ard forwarded at once to The Adju- 
tant General of the Army in the eases of all officers whose 
finger prints have not heretofore been furnished .

THE ARMISTICE 

An Appeal from / 

The outstanding features of the week in the efforts 
of the Central Powers to arrange an armistice with the 
Entente Allies was an appeal made by the Austro-Hun- 
garian government, dated Oct. 28, “on the question of 
an armistice and of peace,” in which it was stated that 
the government of Austria-Hungary accepts all the con- 
ditions laid down by the President in his note of Oct. 
19, and that “consequently no obstacle exists, 
according to. the judgment of the Austro-Hungarian gov- 


ernment, to the beginning of these negotiations.” After 
repeating its readiness ‘“‘to enter into negotiations upon 
peace between Austria-Hungary and the states in the 


opposing group and for an immediate armistice upon all 
Austro-Hungarian fronts,” the note was brought to a 
close with this extraordinary appeal: “It asks President 
Wilson to be so kind as to begin overtures on this sub- 
ject.” Count Andrassy, the Austro-Hungarian foreign 
minister, who had signed this note, sent a personal ap- 
peal to Secretary of State Lansing on the following day 
that reads in its essential part: “Since the accession to 
power of Emperor-King Charles, his immovable purpese 
has been to bring an end to the war. More than ever 
this is the desire of the sovereign of all the Austro- 
Hungarian peoples, who acknowledge that their future 
destiny can only be accomplished in a pacific world, by 
being freed from all disturbances, privations and sorrows 
of war. This is why I address you directly, Mr. Secre- 
tary of State, praying that you will have the goodness to 
intervene with the President of the United States in 
order that in the interest of humanity, as in the interest 
of all those who live in Austro-Hungary, an immediate 
armistice may be concluded on all fronts, and for an 
overture that immediate negotiations for peace will fol- 
low.” 

The following official announcement was issued at 
Vienna on Oct. 31: “The high command of the armies 
early Tuesday, by means of a parliamentaire, established 
communication with the Italian army command. Every 
effort is to be made for the avoidance of further useless 
sacrifice of blood, for the cessation of hostilities, and the 
conclusion of an armistice. Toward this step, which 
was animated by the best intentions, the Italian high 
command at first assumed an attitude of unmistakable 
refusal, and it was only on the evening of Wednesday 
that, in accord with the Italian high command, General 
Weber, accompanied by a deputation, was permitted to 
cross the fighting line for preliminary pourparlers. If, 
therefore, the cruelties of warfare must continue in the 
Italian theater of war the guilt and responsibility will 
have to be ascribed to the enemy.” 

Turkey Signs:an Armistice. 

An armistice with the Allied governments was signed 
by Turkey at Mudros on the island of Lemnos in the 
Aegean Sea on Oct. 30, it was officially announced in 
Paris on the following day. The armistice took effect at 
noon of Oct. 31. General Townshend, the British com- 
mander, captured at Kut-el-Amara, was liberated sev- 
eral days previously by the Turks, Sir George Cave, 
the Home Secretary, announced in the House of Com- 
mons on Oct. 31, in order to inform the British Ad- 
miral in command in the Aegean Sea, that the Turkish 


_government asked that negotiations be opened immedi- 


ately for an armistice. A reply was sent that if the 
Turkish government sent fully accredited plenipoten- 
tiaries, Vice Admiral Calthorp, the British commander, 
was empowered to inform them of the conditions upon 
which the Allies would agree to stop hostilities and 
could sign an armistice on these conditions in their be- 
half. ‘The Turkish plenipotentiaries arrived at Mudros 
early in the week and the armistice was signed by Ad- 
mira] Calthorp on behalf of the Allied governments. 
Germany’s Reply. 

Foreign Minister Solf sent the following note, dated 
Oct. 27 in reply to the President’s communication of 
Oct. 23: “She German government has taken cognizance 
of the answer of the President of the United States. 
The President is aware of the far-reaching changes 
which have been carried out and are being carried out 
in the German constitutional structure, and that peace 
negotiations are being conducted by a people’s govern- 
ment, in whose hands rests, both actually and constitu- 
tionally, the power to make the deciding conclusions. 
The military powers are also subject to it. The German 
government now awaits proposals for an armistice, 
which ‘shall be the first step toward a just peace as the 
President described it in his proclamation.” 

Allics Confer in Paris. 

Meanwhile, in Paris, representatives of all the 
nations were holding informal conferences, the 
thing to an. official statement as to the subiect of- dis- 
cussion being a cable dispatch which stated that “diffex 
ences of view, natural to the immensity of the interests 
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involved, have arisen, but under friendly examination 
they have largely disappeared.” It was added that “the 
Supreme War Council will not meet formally until this 
full understanding has been reached.” Evidently, as a 
part of the preliminary discussion, a naval conference 
was held at the French Ministry of Mariné on Oct. 28, 
Sir Eric Geddes of the British Admiralty presiding. 
Other naval officers present were Admiral Wemyss, First 
British Sea Lord; Admiral William S. Benson and Vice 
Admiral William S. Sims, of the U.S. Navy; Vice Ad- 
miral Thaon di Revel of the Italian navy, and»Admirals 
Grassi and Bon of the French navy. The following 
ministers and military and naval chiefs of the Allies 
have recently arrived in Paris in addition to Col. E. M. 
House, Admiral Benson and Vice Admiral Sims: Pre- 
mier Lloyd George, Foreign Minister Balfour, War Sec- 
retary Milner, Field Marshal Haig, Sir Eric Geddes, 
Admiral Wemyss and General Wilson of Great Britain; 
Premier Orlando, Vice Admiral di Revel and Foreign 
Minister Sonnino of Italy. 

Major Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, U.S.A., American repre- 
sentative to the Allied Supreme War Council which is 
in, session at Versailles, France, has had conversations 
of considerable length with Col. E. M. House in Paris, 
who is there as the special representative of the United 
States Government to the European governménts and 
will sit with the council. 
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SMALL ARMS PRODUCTION. 

A new record in the production of U.S. rifles, caliber 
.00, model of 1903, has been made at Springfield. Armory 
by the attaining of a daily average of 1,400 rifles for 
the first two weeks of October. A large number of 
spare parts is also being manufactured for repairs. This 
record is especially gratifying to the Ordnance Depart- 
ment, since it substantially exceeds the schedule which 


called for a production during the month of October of * 


1,200 per day. Production at Springfield has been uni- 
formly satisfactory, showing a rapid and steady increase 
from sixty rifles per day before our entrance into the 
war to 1,000 per day in November, 1917, since when 
there has, been a steady climb to the present record 
figure. 

Nine hundred thousand dollars will be saved along 
with -a material reduction in labor and time through 
the determination of the Ordnance Department to allow 
an alternative specification in future contracts for the 
manufacture of magazines for .45 caliber revolvers. 
About 30,000,000 of these magazines remain to -be com- 
pleted. Through changing the method of attaching the 
base of the magazine to the tube the reduction in num- 
ber of operations required has reduced the cost of pro- 
duction by three cents on each magazine. 

So successful and satisfactory have been the prelimi- 
mary -tests with a rolled bayonet, recently submitted, 
that the Production Division of the Ordnance Depart- 
ment has recommended the letting ef a contract for 300,- 
000 of the-new type. The rolled bayonet saves approxi- 
mately seventy operations in manufacture and, of course, 
by just this much would, when quantity production is 
reached, speed up the output. Five hundred and fifty 
of them were recently tested at the Bridgeport plant of 
the Remington Company, the tests proving highly satis- 
factory. Bayonets, as at present made, require a series 
of operations, machining, hardening and tempering of 
drop-forge steel, which to a very great extent are done 
away with by the rolling process. It is estimated that, 
in addition to the saving of time, there would be a ma- 
terial reduction in labor requirements, as, with equal 
equipment, only about one-third the labor would be re- 
quired to turn out the same number of finished bayonets.

CENTRALIZATION OF ARMY PURCHASING, 


Under the consistent progress of the centralization of 
military direction in the General Staff, of which Gen. 
Peyton C. March is chief, the War Department has, as 
appears from the provisions of G.O. 80 and subsequent 
changes and modifications, been steadily transferring 
the purchasing, storage, distribution and financing :for 
the Military Establishment, excepting for Ordnance, 
Military Aeronautics and somé minor activities, to the 
Director of Purchase and Storage, under the executive 
direction of Brig. Gen. Robert E. Wood. Major Gen. 
“George W. Goethals, Assistant Chief of Staff and Direc- 
tor of Purchase, Storage and Traffic, and through his 
executive office maintains a general direction. Men- 
tioned here because they co-ordinate with the office of 
Purchase and Storage under General Wood, are. the 
divisions of Finance under Brig. Gen. Herbert M. Lord: 
Embarkation, under Brig. Gen. Frank T. Hines, and 
Inland Traffic. These four divisions form the basis for 
the purchase of supplies, the movements of men and 
supplies and payment for all obligations of the Army. 

Under these orders the Director of Purchase and 
Storage, General Wood, has, or.in the next few days 
will have, taken over control, with the exceptions men- 
tioned, of all purchases for the Army, including Medi- 
eal, Engineering, Signal Corps and Motor Transport 
supplies, in addition to all matters of clothing and sub- 
sistence handled by: the Office of the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral of the Army.. The purchase of instruments of de- 
sign for special use, such as surgical, engineering and 
signaling instruments, was left in the appropriate bu- 
reaus; and the apportionment of all funds for civilian 
work in rivers and harbors remains as hitherto with the 
Engineers. Logically, purchases for the Ordnance~De- 
partment and Military Aeronautics should be located 
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the same division. But the Department could not 
disturb the complicated business of the Ordnance De- 
partment during the critical conditions prevailing, and 
it left the highly specialized operation of Military Aero- 
nautics under the exclusive direction of the Second As- 
sistant Secretary of War. 

The War Department directed in the orders by which 
the Purchasing Division took over these functions from 
the several bureaus that members of the personnel hand- 
ling the purchases for a particular bureau should be 
assigned to duty with the Division of Purchase and 
Storage. In this manner there can be no interruption 
of the conduct of business and the making of contracts 
for supplies needed by any bureau. ‘The co-operation 
of all the bureaus with the new division was heartily 
given and there is no danger of any interruption in the 
steady flow of supplies to either the Expeditionary 
Force or the forces in the United States. 

The development of the purchasing agencies of the 
Army in regard to material facilities has kept pace with 
the changes in the personnel organization. Depots and 
storehouses of modern construction with all improve- 
ments up to the last minute have sprung up at all the 
great depot cities of the United States. ‘The old struc- 
ture used by the Army in the city of Chicago was of 
evolutionary growth—a new story or extension added as 
required, but without regard to facilities or convenience. 
The new structure in that city is considered by storage 
and transportation men and experts a model of that 
type of building. With railroad tracks running into 
the building, with elevators, a system of lighting and 
ventilation, and every facility for loading and unload- 
ing trains, it is an ornament to the city as well as a 
necessity to the proper handling of Army stores. 





OFFICERS’ UNIFORM SUPPLY. 

Standard cloths for officers’ uniforms have been 
adopted by the Army, according to general orders re- 
cently issued. All uniforms for officers made in the 
United States after Dec. 1, 1918, will be of one of the 
following prescribed standards:- For coats, breeches 
and overcoats, 12-ounce worsted serge, 16-ounce worsted 
serge, 16-ounce whipcord, 21-ounce whipcord or elas- 
tique and 20-ounce melton. For riding breeches, 23- 
ounce Bedford cord, and for overcoats 32-ounce melton 
or kersey. For coat and breeches, summer wear in the 
United States and in tropics only, olive drab cotton, 18- 
ounce all-wool worsted gabardine. 

The Quartermaster Corps will, after Dec. 1, carry a 
supply of these cloths and officers can purchase their 
personal requirements at the Government prices. Sam- 
ples of the cloths, with the issue prices, will be kept on 
hand by all camp, cantonment*and post quartermasters, 
where they may be examined by the officers. Stocks 
will be carried at the beginning at the following depots 
only: New York, Washington, Atlanta, Fort Sam 
Houston (San Antonio, Texas), San Francisco, Chi- 
cago, and St. Louis, but this list will be extended from 
time to time as cloth becomes available. The Quarter- 
master General is to determine by thorough investiga- 
tion a schedule of fair prices for making uniforms, in- 
cluding all necessary trimmings, linings etc., but not 
including the cloths, and is to prepare a list of respon- 
sible tailors who will agree to make uniforms for officers 
at the schedule rates. The Quartermaster General will 
guarantee to the tailors the collection of bills for all 
uniforms ordered through his representatives. The 
schedule of prices, the list of tailors agreeing to make 
uniforms at these prices and the regulations governing 
the sale to officers of the standard cloths, placing of or- 
ders, the acceptance of uniforms ‘ordered and-the pay- 
ment of bills will then’ be published to the Service. The 
Quartermaster Corps is also instructed to arrange to 
supply from stock, at cost, made up (ready-to-wear) 
officers’ uniforms. These are to be provided in only 
two types of cloth for coats and breeches, 12-ounce 
worsted serge and 20-ounce melton with 32-ounce mel- 
ton for overcoats. 

An adequate supply of uniforms and overcoats will 
be ready at the Washington depot, 1126 Connecticut 
avenue, N.W., by Nov. 1, and it is expécted that an ade- 
quate supply can be provided at the other six principal 
depots before Dec. 1 and later at all depots and camps. 
In addition to the stocks of uniforms and standard 
cloths, the stores to be established at the various depots 
will soon be able to supply officers with all other arti- 
cles of clothing and equipment. “ Officers not stationed 
near depots where first supplies will-be carried will be 
able to place their orders by mail to the nearest depot.

INCREASE OF COMMISSIONS TO Navy’s ENLISTED MEN. 


More than 11,000 enlisted men of the Navy have re- 
ceived commissions for the duration of the war, it is 
announced at. the Navy Department. This it was said 
refutes the often published statement that Navy officers 
who have graduated from the U.S. Naval Academy are 
averse to seeing enlisted men receive commissions. ‘The 
officers themselves are directly responsible for the pro- 
motion of the greater number of these men. They take 
a direct and personal interest in the men under them. 
Many officers are particularly incensec at reports that 
they object to associating with former enlisted men on 
a plane of social equality after the latter have received 
commissions. They call attention.to the fact that many 
of the enlisted men in these days come from the best 
families in the country, that many are college men, and 
every man who-has risen from the enlisted personnel and 


received a commission has proved, himself able in“every. 
respect to carry on the best traditions of the United - 
States Navy. 

CHANGES AMONG NAVY OFFICERS. 

Rear Admiral Leigh C. Palmer was detached as 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation on Nev. 1 and or- 
dered to sea duty. Admiral Palmer, it_is understood, 
will leave Washington at once for his new field of duty 
which has not yet been made public by the. Department. 
Admiral Palmer, in the opinion of Secretary of the Navy 
Daniels as of others, has been one of the most efficient, 
bureau chiefs connected with the Department during the 
period of the war. His very efficiency has been a handi- 
cap to the Admiral that it has: been hard for him to 
overcome. He has wanted to go to sea and has re- 
peatedly applied for such duty, but his services have 
been so valuable as Chief of the Bureau of Navigation 
that Secretary Daniels has hesitated to replace him and 
has persuaded him to remain at the head of the bureau. 
His repeated requests for an active part in the war 
finally. had their effect, and the rumors in the Depart- 
ment are that he soon will go abroad. His successor as 
Chief of the Bureau, while decided upon, has not yet 
been made public. 

Rear Admiral William L. Rodgers, U.S.N., has been 
ordered to duty as commander-in-chief of the Asiatie 
Fleet, relieving Admiral Austin M. Knight, who will 
leave for home about Dee. 1 and who will reach the re- 
tiring age on Dee. 16, as we noted in our last issue. 
He will have the rank of admiral in his new command. 
Rear Admiral Leigh C. Palmer, who applied for a sea 
assignment more than a year ago, has been ordered re- 
lieyed from duty as Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, . 
and he has been given an important assignment afloat. 

Capt. Alexander S. Halstead, U.S:N., who is senior 
member of the board.of appraisal for merchant and pri- 
vate vessels on duty in New York city, has been detached 
from that assignment and will soon sail for active ser- 
vice abroad. He will go to France and report to Ad- 
miral Henry B. Wilson and it is expected will be as- 
signed to command a battleship in European waters. 

Changes Among Marine Corps Qfficers. 

Orders will soon be issued from Marine Corps head- 
quarters assigning Brig. Gen. Joseph H: Pendleton to 
command at Paris Island, relieving Brig. Gen. John T. 
Myers, who will assume command at_ Quantico, reliev- 
ing Brig. Gen. A. W. Catlin. General Catlin will be 
ordered to Haiti to relieve Col. John H. Russell, who 
will return to the United States. Lieut. Col. John W. 
Wadleigh will be relieved from duty in Haiti and or- 
dered to the United States. Major Robert B. Farqu- 
harson is to be ordered to duty in the United States. 
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Scpoot or SMALL ARMS aT CAMP BENNING. 

The Secretary of War has approved the plans for the 
construction of a permanent School of Small Arins, ‘to 
be completed on the site of the present temporary school 
at Camp Benning,’ Columbus, Ga. The .plans contem- 
plate a more ambitious project than anything yet done 
for the development of a school of this kind. The Gov- 
ernment will acquire. approximately 125,000 acres of 
land in order to insure all’the space. that it may, in 
futire require for the development. of practice on the 
most extended scale. It will include rifle ranges of 
extreme length, the success-of the U. Ss. rifle at Chateau- 
Thierry and other places on the line ‘of fire having 
brought home the need of keeping to the front ‘the train- 
ing of men and Officers in the use of the rifle “%: the . 
importance of direcung a well sustained rifle The 
ground is said to be exceptionally well located sha the 
climate of Columbus makes open practice all through 
the year quite feasible. The present nudber of student 
officers and men in the camp will be increased as s00n 
as accommodations can’ be furnished, and it is expeeted 
that in the near future approximately 25,000 men will 
be under instguction. The buildings will be of semi- 
permanent character, under the laws regulating the ex- 
penditure of emergency funds. The ‘school will be,- next 
to the Military Academy at West Point and the Engi- 
neering School at Camp Humphrey, Va:, one of the great 
military institutions of the United States. It is in- 
tended to be a sort of technological institution where 
graduates of training “camps will receive instruction in 
the care and use of the Weapons of the infantryman, the 
cavalryman and the machine gunner. Bxperienced offi- 
cers will give instruction in the latest methods of trench 
fighting and of assault so that officers and non-commis- 
sioned officers can take back with them to their com- 
mands a more advanced method of-instruction than it 
was possible for them to have tnoebees in their train- 


ing camps. 
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Tne ARMy OVERCOAT. ~ a 

In discussing the letters printed in our issue of Oct. 
26 relative to the uniform overcoat, Col. Robert E. Wyl- 
lie, General Staff, pointed out that the trench coat was 
hot ordered in the regulations, but officers were informed 
that it was being worn in France. The order issued by 
the War Department prescribed the O.D. woolen over- 
coat of knee length, or of full length, é.¢., ten inches be- 
low the knee. This might be wool lined at the discre- 
tion of the purchasér. Colonel Wyllie said that. fleece- 
lined overcoats are allowed, but are not to be worn in 
formation except where authorized by the commanding 
officer. The Army Regulations are explicit on all details . 
as to uniforms and overcoats and no officer, Colonel 
Wyllie declared, will encounter hardship by following 
the regulations to the letter. :

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THE SIXTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
SECOND SESSION. 
The Deficiency Bill. 

The Senate on Oct. 28 accepted the conference re- 
port on the first Deficiency Appropriation bill (H.R. 
13086). the conferees reaching an agreement two days 
previously, and the bill was sent to the President on 
the day of the Senate's acceptance. The measure car- 
ries a total of $6,345,755,666.04, the amount of the re- 
duction made by the Senate being $231,977.63. Of the 
amendments inserted in the House bill by the Senate 
committee those which were agreed to were the amend- 
ment to “Trading with the Enemy Act”; and the pro- 
visiog that unexpended balances of appropriations made 
in the District of Columbia Act for the fiseal year 1918 
for the Militia of the District of Columbia are made 
available for the same purposes for the fiscal year 1919. 
Also the provision that “for the purpose of the payment 
of allotments made by the enlisted men or the payment 
of daily allowances under Article 11 of the Act of 
Oct. 6, 1917, as amended, an enlisted man reported as 
missing in actidn shall be considered as occupying a 
pay status until his actual status has been determined 
by proper official authority of the department in which 
the man is serving; provided, that payments author- 
ized hereunder shall not continue for more than one 
year.” 

The Senate amendment providing for the relief of 
Lieut. Col. Charles J. Nelson, Q.M.C., U.S.A., for the 
shortage in his accounts caused by the embezzlement of 
Q.M. rps funds by a temporary civilian clerk was 
pageed, @s was a new appropriation ef $800,000 for the 
—- of professional and Ly oy books for the War 

partment; authorization fer tte y of War to 
consider and ascertain amounts due en claims for losses 
occasioned by the Morgan munitions plant disaster; an 
increase to $200,000 for “contingencies of the Army”; 
authorization for the President to take over any lands 
and buildings for temporary hospital purposes, but not 
to exceed an expenditure of $15,000,000. The appropri- 
ation for shooting galleries and ranges ($183,186) was 
stricken out, as were the appropriations for the acquisi- 
tion of land at Fayetteville, N.C., and West Point, Ky., 
for artillery ranges. The Chief of Ordnance was al- 
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lowed ah appropriation of $1,086,782,897 for mountain, 
field and siege cannon, etc., in place of the House ap- 
propriation of $1,093,937,897. The Senate introduced 
an amendment that “the U.S. Military Academy cadets 
of the classes of 1920 and 1921, who have been ordered 
by military authority to graduate Nov. 1 ahd to provide 
themselves with the full personal equipment required 
for immediate active service overseas, shall be credited 
with so much of their respective course personal equip- 
ment~allowances as may remain unpaid at the said date 
of their graduation.” This was agreed to. For the 
payment of judgments rendered by the Court of Claims, 
under the War Department $68,003.50 was granted 
and under the Navy Department, $72,619.45. : 
Mr. Penrose intended to propose an amendment to the 
bill making the same provision for the increase of the 
yearly pay of officers of the Army similar to the bill 
(H.R. 12852) introduced by Mr. Dyer in the House as 
noted in the ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL, page 100, issue 
of Sept. 21, but this did not appear in the measure as 


passed. 
Pay of Retired First Sergeants. 

Mr. Poindexter has introduced a bill in the Senate 
(S. 5002) which provides “That hereafter retired pay 
of enlisted men who have served honorably for thirty 
years in the U.S. Army and who have been honorably 
discharged at the end of such service and have partici- 
pated as enlisted men in the U.S. Army in at least three 
wars in which the United States has been engaged and 
. who have been retired as first sergeants shall receive as 
their retired pay the same rate as that of a retired -sec- 
ond lieutenant.” 





Mr. New introduced a resolution providing that the 
Acting J.A.G. send to the Senate all correspondence on 
the question of the appointment or the commissioning 
of officers in the office of the Judge Advocate General. 

For the Senate Committee on Military Affairs Mr. 
Chamberlain submitted a report recommending that the 
bill (S. 4970) “to extend protection to the civil rights 
of members of the Military and Naval Establishments 
of the United States engaged in the present war” be 
passed. He also submitted favorable reports on the bill 
(S. 4523) transferring the North Point, Md., Light- 
house Reservation to the jurisdiction of the War De- 
partment. 

Mr. Padgett submitted a favorable report from the 
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Total casualties in the American Expeditionary Force 
fin France up to Noy. 1 were given out as follows: 
Killed in action, 10,589 ; lost at sea, 623; died of wounds, 
3,987 ; died of accident and other causes, 1,178; died of 
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Committee on Naval Affairs on the bill (H.R. 13112) 
authorizing the Secretary of the Navy to acquire addi- 
tional lands for the U.S. Naval Academy. 

Secretary of War Baker submitted to Congress 
through the Secretary of the Treasury a request of sup- 
lemental estimate of appropriation in the sum of 
12,000 required by the Medical Department of the 
Army for the Army Medical Museum for the fiscal year 
1919.

BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS. 


S. 5004, Mr. Chamberlain.—To fix the mileage to be paid 
officers of the Army, active and retired, including members of 
the Officers’ Reserve Corps, contract surgeons, expert account- 
ant of the Inspector General's Department, and others con- 
nected with the Army, and also providing for reimbursement 
for actual expenses of travel and a flat per diem in lieu 
thereof. 

8.5005, Mr. McNary.—To assist in the demobilization of 
the armed forces of the United States at the close of the 
present war, and for other purposes. This bill provides for 
the reclamation of waste lands, that soldiers of the U.S. 
armies be employed in such work, and that such land shall be 
sold te honorably discharged soldiers, sailors, and marines and 
others employed in war work. 





H.R. 13106, Mr. Gandy.—To establish a National Land Set- 
tlement Commission to provide labor and homes for returning 
soldiers, sailors and marines, and for other purposes. This 
measure is practically of the same character as S. 5005. 

H.R. 18107, Mr. Fuller.—Relative to the pay of regimental 
sergeant majors, battalion sergeant majors, and first sergeants, 
and for other purposes. This bill provides pay of battalion 
sergeant majors of a regiment of Infantry shall be $65 per 
month; rate of pay of regimental sergeant majors of Infantry 
shall be $100 per month; that hereafter the pay of first ser- 
geants shall be $65 per month; that separate living quarters 
and separate mess shall be furnished the above non-commis- 
sioned officers ‘‘with allowance for commutation of light, heat 
and quarters; and that the War Department designate a dis- 
tinctive uniform to be worn by battalion sergeant majors and 
by regimental sergeant majors.’’

HEALTH OF THE SERVICES. 


Rear Admiral William ©. Braisted, Surgeon General 
of the Navy, issued a statement on Oct. 29 concerning 
health conditions in the Navy, saying that reports from 
all naval districts for the week ending Oct. 26 show a 
marked decline in the number of cases of influenza, 2,091 
new cases being reported: as compared with 4,373 for 
the previous week. Two hundred and seven deaths due 
to influenza were reported, as compared with 387 deaths 
for the previous week. The epidemic appears to be 
over in the 1st, 2d, 4th, 5th, 7th, Sth, 9th, 10th, 11th 
and 13th naval districts and is on the wane in all other 
places except Paris Island, S.C., and Mare Island, Cal. 
The Naval Training Station, San Francisco, Cal., be- 
cause of quarantine, has had no cases. The Pacific 
Fleet reports a total of 995 cases to date. Miscellaneous 
reports received from other vessels during the week 
show a total of 663 cases. Reports from the Atlantic 
Fleet for the week have not yet been received. 

The incidence of other communicable diseases re- 
mained low, there being sixteen cases of cerebro-spinal 
fever, fifteen of-diphtheria, eighteen of malaria, sixteen 
of measles and eight of scarlet fever reported for the 
week from the force ashore, numbering 246,392 men. 
The death rate from disease for the week was 56.16 per 
1,000 per annum, entire Navy. The death rate is calcu- 
lated each Week from official certificates of death re- 
ceived during the week. Most of the deaths were caused 
by influenza and many of them occurred in previous 
weeks. 

The Office of the Surgeon General of the Army an- 
nounced Oct. 29 that vaccination against pneumonia is 
now available for every officer, enlisted men and em- 
ployee of the Army. Instructions to administer the 
vaccine to volunteers have been sent to all camps and 
posts. It is believed by medical officers that if the sol- 
diers will avail themselves of the opportunity to be vac- 
cinated the number of cases of pneumonia per 1,000 will 
be far less this winter than last year. Their confidence 
is the result of long observation and many tests. One 
of the most severe tests was the administering of the 
vaccine to 12,000 voluntcers at one of the Army camps. 
During the following ten weeks until these troops went 
overseas, although pneumonia due to the types guarded 
against among the unvaccinated men at the camp was 
slightly more prevalent than formerly, afmong the 12,000 
volunteers not a single case of the disease due to these 
germs developed. Among the medical diseases which 
the Army has at present to combat pneumonia stands 
out beyond all others. During the past two years it 
has caused more deaths than any other disease. 

Formerly typhoid was the disease most dreaded. To- 
day it is so completely under control as to be negligible 
as a source of sick rate and death. This accomplish- 
ment is the result of the prophylactic vaccination de- 
veloped by the Army against typhoid fever. 

At the suggestion of the Surgeon General of the Army 
the Rockefeller Hospital prepared for the Army a vac- 
cine containing the three most important germs com- 
pletely identified as causative of pneumonia in this 
country. This is the vaccine given to the 12,000 volun- 
teers with such satisfactory results. The use of this 
vaccine for the entire Army was rendered practicable 
as the result of a modification of its form by the officers 
of the Army Medical School in Washington. For the 
further investigation and control of pneumonia in the 
Army a special board was appointed by the Secretary 
of War consisting of Col. D. C. Howard, Col. F. F. 
Russell, Col. V. C. Vaughan, Col.-_W. H. Welch and 
Dr. Rufus Cole. The vaccine is for administration to 
healthy volunteers to prevent the development of cer- 
tain types of pneumonia. It is not intended for treat- 
ment after pneumonia had developed. It is in no sense 
a cure for pmeumonia. The present epidemic of so- 
called influenza had nothing to do with the development 
of this vaccine, which was intended to combat the ordi- 
nary type of pneumonia, says the Surgeon General. How 
effective it may prove in preventing the pneumonia prone 
to complicate the present epidemic disease remains to be 
determined. 

The Surgeon General of the Army announced Oct. 29 
that the total number of new cases of influenza reported 
from the Army in the United States for the preceding 
twenty-four hours, ending at noon of the 29th, showed 
an increase of only twenty-nine cases over the day be- 
fore. The figures for Oct. 29 were 2,860 as agaist 2,831 
for Oct. 28. Those camps where new men are taken 
still have the larger number of new cases. Camp Cody 
reported 395 néw cases Oct. 28 and 308 on the following 
day. Camp Bowie reported only seventy-eight new cases 
Oct. 29, whereas 260 were reported on the preceding 
day. Camp Shelby’s report jumped from 152 cases on 
Oct. 28 to 262 cases on the next day. Camp Wadsworth 
had 123 new cases on the 28th and only two on the 
next day. New cases of pneumonia on the 29th were 
619 as against 431 for the 28th, an increase of 188 
cases. Fourteen more deaths from all causes were re- 
ported Oct. 29 than on Oct. 28, the figures being 198 
and 184, respectively. The’ total number of new influ- 
enza chses in the Army reported on Oct. 29 were 2,860, 
and the total cases reported since Sept. 13 was 310,429, 
while the new cases of pneumonia reported on Oct. 29 
was 619 and the total since Sept. 138 was 50,770. The 
total deaths from all causes reported on Oct. 29 were 
198 and the total since Sept. 13 was 17,199.

long occupied by the Norfolk Lodge No. 38, B.P.O.P. 
As the building was constructed especially for club pur- 
poses, it is admirably adapted for the use of a club and 
home for officers of the Army and Navy. The name of 
the building will be changed from the Elks’ Club to 
the Officers’ Club immediately upon its opening on 
Saturday evening, Noy. 2, on which occasion the War 
Camp Community Service will give the officers in Nor- 
folk an informal reception and dance. 

A restaurant at which meals are to be served at cost 
will be one of the features. Sieeping accommodations 








in well furnished rooms have also been provided for 
quite a large number. Visiting oflicers in Norfolk will 
be taken care of in the Officers’ Club first of all. The 


W.C.C.S. organization in Norfolk established a Red Cir- 
ele Club for enlisted men several months ago which has 
met with great success.

The price per pair is $7.15 and deliveries these 
contracts will begin in November, with final deliveries 
on Jan. 15, 1919. 


Seeks Court-martial, Not Civil Trial. 

Col. Harry J. Hirsch, Q.M.C., U.S.A., now under in- 
dictmeut in the Federal Court at Brooklyn, N.Y., on 
charges involving fraud on the Government, raised the 
point through his lawyer on Oct. 30 that members of the 
military forces charged with offences against the Goy- 
ernment can be tried only by military court-martial. 
The attorney therefore asked Federal Judge Chatfield to 
take Colonel Hirsch’s case out of the jurisdiction of the 
civil court and place it in the hands of the military 
authorities, quoting as authority for his request the 
amended Articles of War of 1916. This is the first 
time since the war commenced that the question has 
been raised. Assistant District Attorney H. Harvey 
contended that while Colonel Hirsch was subject te mili- 





tary court-martial he was also subject to civil Jaw. He |. 


pointed out that the military authorities had made no 
effort to exercise jurisdiction over the defendant, but on 
the other hand it was he himself who was making the 
move and that this right he did not possess. The court 
reserved decision. 
American Aviator Successfully Drops with Parachute. 
The War Department made the announcement Oct. 27 
that Pvt. R. ‘W. Bottriell, of the 145th Air Squadr 
who is doing duty as a chauffear, successfully perform 
the feat recently of jumping with a parachute from an 
airplane in flight while at an altitude of 4,800 feet— 
more than three-quarters of a mile. The jump was made 
at Kelly Field, San Antonio, while a strong wind was 
blowing. Bottriel landed safely and near the spot where 
he intended coming down. It is said that as a result of 
this successful drop American airplanes may be equipped 
with parachutes as a possible means of saving the lives 
of aviators in case of accident. Many balloons in the 
Allies’ armies are provided with parachutes.

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THE HUGHES AIRCRAFT REPORT. 

An extensive summary of the report on the investiga- 
tions of the airplane preduction program of the Govern- 
ment, that has been conducted by Charles E. Hughes for 
the Department of Justice, was made public on Oct. 31, 
accompanied by a letter from Attorney General Gregory. 
The report itself comprises 182 pages and the published 
summary about ten newspaper columns, In so far as 
financial expenditures are concerned the figures given 
in Mr. Hughes’s report are practically identical with 
those published in the report made last May by a sub- 
committee of the Senate Committee on Military Affairs. 

On the definite point of less of money in the actual 
construction of airplanes Mr. Hughes’s statement says 
that $17,500,000 was paid out for the J-I training plane, 
which was condemned because of the HMall-Seott A-7-A 
motor, but adds that “motors may be put in these planes 
at a cost of $2,000 each.” The loss on the $22,970,100 
contract for the Bristol fighter plane was very small, 
for out of 2,000 planes contracted for only twenty-seven 
were delivered before the contract was cancelled. The 
statement disproves the report that “a billion dollars 
was wasted.” as did the Senate Committee's report. 
Mr. Hughes's report shows that out of the $671,801,806 
appropriated for airplane purposes for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1918, a total of $430,234,316 was actu- 
ally spent and of this $155,535,946 went for airplanes 
and engines. 

‘The "Hughes report shows that in the year ending June 
30 last 6,171 planes and 12,633 engines had been deliv- 
ered. But Attorney General Gregory's letter brings the 
total to Oct. 11 as follows: 9,674 planes 24,672 engines. 
In addition 3,129 o—— with engines were obtained 
abroad, so the total possession of the country is now 
12,808 planes: and 27,801 engines. Mr. Gregory says 
that the only service planes thus far produced in this 
country have been of the observation and bombing type, 
while the pursuit and combat planes have been acquired 
abroad. As for the Liberty motor the report says: “It 
now appears to be conclusively established that the Lib- 
erty engine is a great success for observation and bomb- 
ing planes, and for this purpose it has found high favor 
with the Allies. It is far too heavy for the lighter pur- 
suit planes.” 

As to ‘the many charges made concerning Army and 
Navy officers the report is explicit. Col. EB. A. Deeds, 
who was one of the directing officers of aircraft produc- 
tion during the period under investigation, is charged 
im the report with acting as confidential adviser to a 
former business associate, and in giving a “false and 
misleading” statement with regard to the progress of 
aircraft production. The report recommends that the 
evidence in Colonel Deeds’s case be brought to the at- 
tention of the Secretary of War so that he may be tried 
by court-martial In the case of three other officers, 
Lieut. Col. J. G. Vincent, Lieut. Col. George W. Mixter 
and Lieut. Samuel B. Vrooman, the report suggests 
criminal prosecution in these words: “It is therefore 
recommended that the officers found to have had trans- 
actions on behalf of the Government with corporations 
in the pecuniary profits of which they had an interest 
should be prosecuted under Section 41 of the Oriminal 
Code.” The alleged violations in these cases were not 
stressed, and one of them was said to be without intent, 
but Mr. Hughes holds that they were within thé letter 
of the law. 

Of Major Gen. George O. Squier, C.S.0. of the Army, 
and the former head of all aircraft production, the re- 
port says: “General Squier had neither training nor ex- 
perience for such a large industrial enterprise, and those 
who were brought to the task in his department failed 
to produce an organization which was adapted to meet 
the exigency.” 

The relation of Secretary of War Baker's brother, 
Harry E. Baker, with an aircraft company having con- 
tracts with the Government is related at length and 
shows how Mr. Baker made arrangements “for the 
separation of Mr. Harry FE. Baker from the company.” 
The report is particularly severe in its strictures on the 
bad distribution of work and the “misleading public 
statements” authorized by the Secretary of War “in re- 
liance upon information furnished by the Chief Signal 
Officer, General Squier, and by Colonel Deeds.” 

Under the topic heading of. “As to Enemy Aliens” 
much attention is paid to conditions at the Detroit plant 
of Henry Ford. Details are given as to the efforts made 
by some of the “most important men in the manage- 
ment” of the Ford plant to remove one Carl Emde, a 
man of German birth and of pronounced pro-German 
sympathies, who was in charge of the drafting rooms 
where work on the Liberty engine was done. Mr. Ford 
refused to agree to EXmde’s discharge. Mr. Dughes’s 
report deplores the “laxity” at the Ford plant with re- 
spect to those of German sympathies.” 

In his letter accompanying the report Attorney Gen- 
eral Gregory says he agrees with Judge Hughes that 
there is no evidence upon which “it can be fairly 
charged” that any member of the Aircraft Board, “in- 
cluding Mr. Howard BE. Coffin, General Squier, Col. E. 
A. Deeds, Col. R. L. Montgomery, Col. 8. D. Waldon, 
Mr. Richard F. Howe, Mr. Harry B. Thayer, Admiral 
Taylor, and other naval officers, has been unlawfully 
interested in any contract or transaction relating to air- 
craft production. Indeed, as to this charge, there has, 
at no time, been ground for a question involving any 
of these gentlemen except Colonel Deeds.” 
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Laperty THEATER AT Camp Las CASAS. 


The first Liberty Theater built by the War Depart- 
ment Commission on Training Camp Activities outside 
of the United States was opened recently in Porto 
Rico at Camp Las Casas, the Army training camp 
for Porto Rico. Unlike the Liberty Theater in this 
country, the one at Las Casas is an open-air structure, 
with the auditorium shadowed by more than a score of 
great palms making it pleasant even in that climate for 
matinée as well as evening performances. The stage is 
immense, seventy-two feet long and thirty fect deep, and 
the orchestra or band is hidden in a modern pit with 
droplights in plaee. The theater seats 4,000 persons, 
and smileage books are for admission. Brig. 
Gen. E. R. Chrisman, U.3.A,, commanding at Las Casas, 
made a formal opening address in the name of the 
United States Government to the audience and all Porto 
Kuv. Atver stating that the playhouse belo:

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NOTES OF OUR FORCES ABROAD. 


The fact that the 2d Field Army, commanded by 
Lieut. Gen. Robert L. Bullard, is holding the portion 
of the Allied front in the Woevre was first disclosed in 
General Pershing’s communiqué of Oct. 27, received in 
Washington on the same date. 

Sick and wounded landed in the United States from 
the American Expeditionary Foree during the week 
ended Oct. 18 numbered 687 the War Department an- 
nounced on Oct. 22. - 

In the course of an address:made at a public enter- 
tainment in New York city on Oet. 29. Major Gen. J. 
Franklin Bell said in praise of the 77th Division which 
was made up chiefly of selective service men from New 
York city: “Your own 77th Division, recruited here in 
New York and trained in Camp Upton, has just accom- 
plished one of the greatest wonders of the world from a 
military point of view. In fighting its way through the 
Argonne forest it attempted something which no other 
army ever undertook. It was considered impossible to 
displace an army once it got possession of the forest. 
Napoleon and the Hun went around it, but your boys 
fought their way through.” 

Miss Julia Stimson, chief nurse of the American Red 
Cross in France, has been appointed chief nurse of the 
American Expeditionary Force, according to the New 
York Sun of Oct. 31. She will assume her new work in 
November. She is a graduate of Vassar College, and 
was superintendent of Harlem Hospital, New York city, 
before going to St. Louis, Mo., to take charge of the 
Washington University Training School. for Nurses. 
She went from there to France. Her home is in Worces- 
ter, Mass. 

American Officers Escape from German Prison. 

Lieut. E. Tillinghast, of the 17th Aero Squadron, U. 
S.A., Lieut. Robert A. Anderson, Aero Squadron, 
U.S.A., and Lieut. John O. Donaldson, 32d Aero. Squad- 
ron, U.S.A., are reported to have arrived in Holland 
after escaping from a German prison, according to a 
dispatch dated Oct. 25 to the New York Times from 
Flushing, Holland. Lieutenant YVillinghast is said to 
have come down at Cambrai, Sept. 22; Lieutenant An- 
derson landed near Arras on Aug. 27, and Lieutenant 
Donaldson came down near Douai on Sept. 1. The 
men were reported to be in the best of health and await- 
ing an opportunity to proceed to England in order to 
join their units and return to France. 

Lieut. George Puryear, the first American aviator to 
escape from Germany, arrived at Tours, where he was 
received at the aviation headquarters, says a dispatch 
of Oct. 27 to the Associated Press from Tours, France. 
Lieutenant Puryear brought down a German airplane 
last July, and, thinking that he was over French terri- 
tory, followed his victim to the ground. He was sur- 
rounded and ordered to surrender, and then discovered 
that he had landed inside the German lines. While in 
Germany the lieutenant was an inmate of several prison 
camps. After escaping he passed through a thickly 
popalated section of the country. 


Marine Corps Aviators Interned. 


The Navy Department announced Oct. 29 that it had 
been informed that Lieut. Frank Nelms, jr., U.S. Ma- 
rine Corps, pilot, and Lieut. John Gibbs, observer, while 
flying a Navy bombing plane were compelled, because 
of engine trouble, to land in Holland, where they were 
interned. Lieutenant Nelms’ home is in Philadelphia 
and that of Lieutenant Gibbs in New York city. 


Name Changed to Postal Express Service. 

Under G.O. 155, issued from headquarters of the 
American Expeditionary Force, and which appears in 
The Stars and Stripes for Oct. 4, what has heretofore 
been known as the Military Postal Express Service is 
now designated as the Postal Express Service. The or- 
ganization tables of divisions and division headquarters 
are also changed to provide a mail detachment in each 
division, to consist of a first or second lieutenant, two 
sergeants, four corporals, six first class privates and 
fourteen privates. They are attached to headquarters 
as additional troops. The same G.O. calls attention to 
the fact that all members of the Army in France, in ad- 
dressing letters or telegrams to units or individuals in 
France, must use the abbreviation “American E.F.,” 
not “A.E.F.” 

Technical Books for the A.U.F. . 

With the object of extending the installation of libra- 
ries of miscellaneous books in Army camps, naval sta- 
tions, on transports and other war vessels, hospitals, 
Y.M.C.A., Salvation Army and Knights of Columbus 
huts, the American Library Association has extended its 
service to meet the special needs of the American Ex- 
peditionary Force. A letter was addressed to General 
Pershing, through Brig. Gen. Harold B. Fiske, U.S.A., 
A.E.¥., offering a special collection of military works 
which cover all subjects connected with military technic. 
This comprised fifty books on each of the following sub- 
jects which were selected by the Association staff in 

fashington: Aeronautics, railway engineering, auto- 
mobile construction and repair, sanitary engineering, 
military hygiene and military science in genéral, as 
well as small collections on Army paper work, electricity 
(search lights), telegraphy, telephone and wireless, rail- 
road and bridge building, water supply, sewage and 
sanitation, carpentry and painting, photography and 
water analysis. It is proposed to add to this collection, 
as desired, the collections to be placed directly with the 
units using them and to be in charge of the officer com- 
manding the outfit. 

Replying to this letter in behalf of the Commander- 
in-Chief of the A.B.F., General Fiske thanked the As- 
sociatiqn for its offer and suggested that with reference 
to the subjects which the library proposed to cover the 
following officers be addressed: The Chief of Air Ser- 
vice, Chief of Engineers, Chief of Chemical Warfare 
Service, Chief of ve gS Chief of Ordnance, Chief 
Quartermaster, Chief of ilway Transportation Ser- 
vice, Chief of Motor Transport Service and the Chief 
Surgeon.

. New Orders for A.E.F. Military Police, 

In G.O. 158, issued from headquarters of the Ameri- 
can Nxpeditionary Force, and which appear in The Stars 
and Stripes of Qet. 4, the duties of military police are 
more definitely set forth than has heretofore been the 
case. These include the patroling and maintenance of 
order in the area or areas occupied by organizations to 
which they have been assigned and to assist in main- 
taining march discipline of troops and to regulate traffic 
generally; to enforce all authorized A.E.F. regulations 
in the theater of operations in reference to road traffic 
in towns, cities and territory; general er special police 
orders; to supervise and control the travel of military 
and militarized personnel of the A.E.F., and to issue 
the proper travel permits and passes for the latter type 
of personnel; to collect stragglers from all treops; to 
protect the inhabitants and their property in the theater 
of operations against any acts of violence on the part 
of soldiers or camp followers; to arrest and detain in 
accordance with orders all persons subject to military 
law committing or suspected of committimg or having 
committed offenses against existing military law, stand- 
ing or routine orders; to co-operate with and establish 
friendly relations with the local Allied civil and mili- 
tary authorities, and to furnish them such information 
and reports as may be authorized; to co-operate with the 
2d Seetion of the General Staff and furmish such aid as 
is possible; to investigate places in their area sus- 
pected of being used for illegal purposes and to keep in 
observation persons under suspicion of being concerned 
in illegal acts, and to take necessary action in accerd- 
ance with civil or military law and regulations in force; 
to call upon other military units of the A.E.F. when 
necessary for assistance in the execution of their duty. 
It is specifically stated, however, that “it is not the 
duty of the Military Police to furnish standing guards 
or fatigue details for any purpose except fer their own 
interior administration.” 


CARING FOR SICK AND WOUNDED. 

“Tell. Americans everywhere that things are going 
splendidly with their boys over there, and that they are 
receiving the best of care,” was the message that Major 
Gen. Merritte W. Ireland, U.S.A., Surgeon Gener:! of 
the Army, brought from Brigadier General Finney, U. 
S.A., head of the Division of Surgery of General Per- 
shing’s Army, when he arrived at an American port 
Oct. 28 from overseas. Major General Ireland returned 
for the purpose of assuming his duties as Surgeon 
General of the Army, relieving Major Gen. William 
C. Gorgas, U.S. Army. He has been in France for 
one year and five months, and spoke highly of the 
efficiency of those who are in charge of the health of the 
American troops abroad, including the nurses. Brig. 
Gen. John M. T. Finney, U-S.A., who like General 
Thayer, was one of the faculty of Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity before the war, and who is now in charge of the 
medical division of the A.E.F., Col. John Goldthwaite, 
U.S,A., head of the orthopedic division, and Col. T. ‘W. 
Salmon, U.S.A.,; head of the Bureau of Mental Nervous 
and Mental Diseases, were specifically mentioned by 
Major General Ireland. 

“Considering the shortage in the personnel in the 
medical division,” said General Ireland, “the surgeons 
and nurses have been doing some wonderful work in 
France. There are vacant beds to-day in nearly all the 
hospitals. ‘The percentage of sick and wounded among 
the Americans is but forty-three in every thousand. 
These forty-three cases include twenty. cases of influ- 
enza and pneumonia. 

“What has impressed me most among the men at the 
front is that they lose their selfishness entirely. Their 
single ambition is to win the war and to see hard fight- 
ing that will smash the Hun thoroughly. Outside of 
that they have forgotten every personal interest they 
ever had. Their morale and their spirits are really won- 
derful, and among the wounded one never hears a single 
complaint. ‘There is a smile on the face of every 
wounded man and a single wish—that of being made 
well and fit again as soon as possible so that the in- 
valid may return to the fighting line. 

“This splendid spirit prevails among the drafted men 
exactly as it does among those who enlisted before the 
drafts went into effect. There are no more anxious 
men in the Army to-day—anxious to make a clean up 
fight of it, I mean—than the men who were drafted. 
We have the finest body of men in France to-day that 
ever lived—men who are respected, loved and admired 
by all who see them. They form the cleanest body of 
men that was ever brought together in a great military 
force.” 

Of the American women who have gone to France as 
nurses Major General Ireland also spoke in terms of the 
highest praise. He said the requirements of the Ameri- 
can Army were such that it was harder to become a 
nurse with the Americans than with any other nation- 
ality. “Our American nurses are women of the very 
highest standard,” he said. “They undergo many hard- 
ships and they have mastered them all. Their efficiency 
is beyond all praise, as can readily be attested by the 
condition of our field and base hospitals, the condition 
of the wounded and the low percentage of sick and 
wounded among our troops.” 
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LIBERTY LOAN IN THE SERVICES. 

Brig. Gen. Herbert M. Lord, U.S.A., Army Liberty 
Loan officer, announced Oct. 31 that complete reports 
of gubscriptions to the Fourth Liberty Loan by the U.S. 
Army at home and abroad have been received. The total 
subscriptions amount to $75,540,550, which include §2,- 
400,500 subscribed by the American HWxpeditionary Force 
in France and reported by General Pershing, and $263,- 
100 subscribed by the American Expeditionary Force 
in Siberia and reported by General Graves. Other sub- 
scriptions came from forces stationed in Hawaii, Alaska, 
Panama, the Philippines and other territorial possessions 
of the United States. ‘The amount subscribed by the 
Army to the fourth loan is more than three times the 
amount of the subscriptions to the Third Liberty Loan. 
Members of the Military Establishment have to date 
bought a total of $197,000,000 of the four Liberty Loan 
issues, or an average of $49,250,000 for each loan. Com- 
Siping |e Navy subscriptions of $43;00,000 with the 
$75,000,000 subscribed by the Army, the members of 
our fighting forces subscribed a total of $118,000,000 te 
the Fourth Liberty Loan.

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ArMy Heattnu Here AND ABROAD. 

An interesting comparison of health conditions in the 
Army in the United States and of troops ‘comprising 
the American Expeditionary Force is contained in the 
report of the Surgeon General showing the weekly rate 
per 1,000 for special diseases. With but two exceptions 
the more favorable showing is made by the force over- 
seas. For instance, while the rate of pneumonia cases 
among troops in the United States ran up to 370.66, in 
the Expeditionary Force it was but 86.77. The show- 
ing was reversed in the case of dysentery, the rate in 
this country being only 0.44, while in France it was 
3.97. The rate of malaria here was 1.51, and in our 
force in France only 0.63. A most favorable showing, 
however, was recorded in the case of venereal diseases 
among General Pershing’s troops, the rate being but 
16.96, while in-this country it was 81.15. This-was no 
doubt due to the fact that the cases here included those 
of men who had just entered the Army from civil life, 
while in France our troops had for a longer time been 
under discipline and in control of Army surgeons, living 
conditions also being more favorable there for the health 
of our men. The rate of paratyphoid in the United 
States was 0.00 and in France 0.12, the only other in- 
stance where the showing was more greatly in favor of 
the United States. Of typhoid the rate here was 0.13 
and in the A.E.F. only 0.03. ‘The record was less fa- 
vorable in the case of measles among troops in the 
United States, the rate being 28.54 as against 6.14 for 
those in France. In the case of meningitis the rate here 
was 3.70 and in France 3.46. The difference was not 
so great in the record of scarlet fever, it being 0.57 in 
the United States and 0.63-overseas. But in the case 
of influenza the showing was most gratifyingly favor- 
able, not a single case being recorded in the A.E.F., 
while the rate among troops in the United States was 
exceedingly high, the figures being 1,474.14. The an- 
nual death rate, by disease only, of all troops in the 
United States and the A.E.F. jointly for the week end- 
ing Oct. 10, 1918, was 120.1. 
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GENERAL R#AD’s REPty To Hare. 

In reply to Field Marshal Haig’s high commendation 
of the American 27th and 30th Divisions for their gal- 
lant services in the operations of the 4th British Army, 
printed in our issue of Oct. 26, Major Gen. George W. 
Read, U.S.A., sent the following message to Field Mar- 
shal Haig on Oct. 28: “Every member of the 2d Corps 
will always remember with great pride your generous 
commendation. We are under the greatest obligations 
to all the British units attached to us for their splen- 
did co-operation, agpecially that of the Royal Artillery, 
which insured at all times the success of our operations.” 
This is the first indication that has been given as to 
General Read’s commanding the 24 Army Corps, of 
which General Bullard was in command before he was 
assigned to command the 2d Field Army. 
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An Artistic SymMpBort or UNITY. 

The idea of unity between the personnel of the United 
States and British fleets in the common fight against 
Germany arid her allies is strikingly expressed in the 
letterhead on stationery now used by many American 
and British officers. The artistic merit of the design is 
admitted, but it is in the spirit of absolute co-operation 
and harmony between the two services, as expressed in 
this beautiful symbol of the safety of the Seven Seas, 
that makes the strongest impression. On the right: of 
the letterhead is a Stars and Stripes escutcheon, sur- 
mounted by the American eagle and the nation’s motto, 
“®) Pluribus Unum,” while on the left is the Union Jack 
shield with the British lion and the King’s motto, “Dieu 
et Mon Droit.” The center comprises a singularly 
happy combination of the Liberty Head and that of 
Britannia. 
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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 
Names of U.S. Destroyer Tenders. 


Destroyer Tender No. 3 for the U.S. Navy is assigned 
the name “Whitney” in memory of the late Hon. William 
Collins Whitney, who was Secretary of the Navy from 
1885 to 1889. Destroyer Tender No. 4 is assigned the 
name “Dobbin,” in memory of the late Hon. James 
Cochrane Dobbin, who was Secretary of the Navy from 
1853 to 1857. 

Destroyers and Submarines Launched. 

The torpedo boat destroyers Bush and Maddox were 
launched on Oct. 27 at the Fore River yard of the Beth- 
lehem Shipbuilding Corporation. The Bush was chris- 
tened by Miss Josephine T. Bush, a descendant of the 
HKeutenant of the U.S. Marine Corps, for whom the de- 
stroyer was named. The sponsor of the Maddox was 
Mrs. Francis Miller Hinchamp, granddaughter of Capt. 
William A. Maddox, U.S.M.C., whose name the new 
vessel bears. 

A launching of two submarines took place at Quincy, 
Mass., on Oct. 26. The sponsors for the vessels were 
Mrs. Stahl, wife of Captain Stahl], and Mrs. Land, wife 
of Commander Land, both of the Construction Corps. 
A number of persons witnessed the launchings, among 
whom were members of the Construction Corps at 
Quincy,- Boston, and the vicinity, and their families. 
There were also present officers of the vessels and a 
number of their friends, and officials of the Shipbuilding 
Corporation and their friends. 

The Eagle-1, the first of the new type of submarine 
patrol vessels ordered by the U.S. Navy, was put in 
ecommissien on Oct. 29 at Detroit, Mich., and will | 
sept immediately to the Atlantic coast. 

Supervisor of Naval Contracts. 

Gen. Lewis T. Bryant, State Commissioner of Labor 
of New Jersey, has been appointed as representative of 
the Navy in New Jersey in supervising conditions sur- 
rounding the filling of naval contracts in that state.

Secretary Daniele Tells of Larger Navy. 

Secretary of the Navy Daniels visited the naval tor- 
pedo station at-Newport, R.L, Oct. 29. He addressed a 
number of officers, enlisted men, yeowomen, and many 
men and women munition workers in front of the com- 
mandant’s house, and then went to the naval training 
station, where he reviewed a brigade of apprentice sea- 
men. Later he said: “When German autocracy is de- 
stroyed, as I pray ‘God it will be within the next thirty 
days, and as it is sure to be by the prowess of our 
arms, there is going to be a big Fob for the Navy. -So 
the great establishment which we have begun here is but 
the foundation upon which we will build a larger naval 
establishment.” 

Bonds Lost on the San Diego. 

Efforts are being made by the Navy Department to 
obtain a- decision from the Treasury Department that 
some $100,000 worth of First Liberty Loan bonds that 
were on board the U.S.S. San Diego when she went 
down off Fire Island July 19, 1918, were “destroyed,” 
not “Jost.” Upon this ruling depends the loss or recoy- 
ery of the value of the bonds by the officers and crew of 
the ship, who subscribed for them. The bonds were sub- 
scribed for in June, 1917, when the San Diego was on 
the west coast. The crew paid for them in installments, 
and as they were continuously at sea the bonds were 
kept on board. Under the law and Treasury Depart- 
ment regulations duplicates of coupon books are issued 
only when it is established to the satisfaction of the De- 
partment that the bonds have been wholly or partly 
destroyed. If in this case the Department rules that the 
bonds were “lost” no duplicates could be issued.

COAST GUARD NOTES.

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GOVERNORS ISLAND. 
Governors Island, N.Y., Oct. 29, 1918. 

The battalion of the 22d Infantry at Fort Jay is working 
with great activity. Drills are held daily in all formations, in- 
cluding drills in. bombing with hand grenades, the regular 
manual of arms and bayonet drill. Company E, Capt. Roland 
M, Glenn commanding, is on duty at Morgan, N.J., guarding 
the Gillespie Loading Plant, scene of the great explosion. Major 
Roy L. Bowlin, following his promotion, has gone to Washing- 
ton, where he is on duty in command of the ist Battalion, 22d 
Inf., at Potomac Park.

Hamilton Fish Arm- 
strong assistant adjutant, Capt. William O. Wyckoff personnel 
adjutant, and Lieut. Robert E. Archibald in command of 
casuals.

Among new erections on Governors Island are a series of 
cantonments for the 22d Infantry battalion on the extension, 
and other buildings on the extension which are approaching 
completion, as well as a large building on the east glacis of the 
fort, near the sally port, for the purposes of the department 
quartermaster. ‘The building which was formerly the residence 
of the late David Robertson, of the Medical Department, has 
been converted into offices for the use of the Intelligence De- 
partment, od 

The quartermaster is installing a new ten-inch main to supply 
the island with a more abundant supply of water, rendered 
necessary by the growth of population and the various works 
on the extension. A trench 1,500 feet long is being excavated, 
the greater part of which runs just west of Colonels’ row. In 
this trench were recently found six skeletons and a number of 
articles. The skeletons are evidently of considerable age. They 
were carefully reinterred where found. There was no clue as 
to when the bodies were buried, but there can be no doubt of 
their being of an early period in the history of Governors 
Island. This is the opinion expressed by the surgeon who ex- 
amined them. Many think the line west of Colonels’ row may 
be on the edge of a cemetery of a very early period; Many 
years ago skeletons were found in excavating on this same line. 
The Indians, who were the aboriginal settlers here, naturally 
had a burying ground. The Dutch, who bought “the island 
from the Indians in 1637, were here till 1674, but it was with 
them largely an official residence. The British were here from 
1674 until 1783, as the island was held by them during the 
entire Revolutionary War and had a large military popula- 
tion, not only during that period, but in earlier years, as the 
records of the Royal American Regiment, the 60th Foot (now 
the King’s Royal Rifles), the 22d Regiment of Foot (Cheshire), 
and the 44th Foot (Essex) and others show. Upon the Ameri- 
can reoccupation in 1783 a garrison cemetery was established 
in the southwest quarter of the island, near the chapel, which 
continued in use till 1877. In 1886 the remains were re- 
moved to the National Cemetery at Cypress Hills. The first 
recorded burials in this ground were in 1798. It is quite evi- 
dent that the remains found recently were of earlier date than 
that, but how much it is impossible to say. 

There were also found at the same time last week in these 
trenches a number of articles of domestic use of great apparent 
age, among them an artillery button of the Revolutionary period, 
showing a field piece with pyramid of cannon balls and an eagle 
perching on the gun; an entrenching spade of obsolete pattern, 
and a Spanish coin dated 1742.

In less than five days the 
masks were delivered to the surgeon, Col. F. T. Woodbury, 
and next morning an additional 10,000 were sent. Forty 
thousand men were masked, were made to sleep outdoors, to 
gargle and-inhale chlorinated water twice daily, and were 
quarantined. In consequence where ten days ago two or 
three hundred men daily entered the hospital with Spanish 
influenza, to-day but seven or eight cases enter. Pneumonia 
has been aimost completely checked. 

Six thousand well men were sent to divisions last week and 
the new two thousand students for the officer class are 
streaming in to a healthy camp.

U.S. Naval Training Station, Great Lakes, Ill., Oct. 15, 1918.

MARE ISLAND. 
Mare Island, Cal., Oct. 16, 1918. 

With nine deaths to date and about 700 cases of Spanish 
influenza under treatment or observation, every effort is being 
made to check the spread of the disease. At Red Cross head- 
quarters the women are working early and late making pneu- 
monia jackets. Two doctors are down with the epidemic, two 
of the eleven Red Cross nurses have contracted it and twelve 
of the Hospital Corps men are under treatment. Miss Eliza- 
beth George, daughter of Capt. Harry George, who has had a 
year and a half’s experience in hospital work in Europe since 
the outbreak of the war four years ago, has volunteered as a 
nurse and is now on duty in the naval camp, the point of 
greatest contagion, as is also Mrs. Alfred Hampson, sister of 
Major and Mrs. John W. McClaskey, who is og Mme Port- 
land to stay with them while Mr. Hampson is at an officers’ 
training camp. Commencing yesterday all officers and civilians 
in the industrial offices donned gas masks on the recommenda- 
tion of the yard surgeons. Since the outbreak of the disease 
these have been worn by all doctors and attendants as well as 
by ambulance drivers. Emergency hospitals at the naval camp 
and barracks are caring for the sick there, while. at the hos- 
pital are the patients from ships and the 12th Naval District, 
San Francisco. The new medical supply depot has been turned 
into a hospital for the civilian force of the yard and many 
cases are under treatment and observation there. Preparation 
has been made to care for 400 in this building, and the men 
being taken there are principally those who are rooming in 
Vallejo and have: no permanent homes. The latter city is 
considering erecting an emergency hospital to meet the situa- 
tion. Permission was secured by Vallejo Chapter of the Red 
Cross ftom the Pacific Division to-day to solicit funds for this 
purpose. Eight to nine thousand dollars is the estimated cost 
of the building, while the equipment will increase it to about 
$12,000. The annex of the Y.M.C.A., with its 125 beds, has 
been offered for emergency purposes at once. 

Mare Island's subscriptions to the Fourth Liberty Loan to 
date totals $1,707,250. Of this $129,000 is from the indus- 
trial force and $417,250 from the officers and enlisted per- 
sonnel. The yard is eighty-four per cent. subscribed and 
expects to reach the 100 per cent. mark before Saturday.,.

RECENT PUBLICATIONS. 
Flanders, 1690-1794: Being 
Extracts from “A History of the British Army,” by 
the Hon. J. W. Fortescue (The Macmillan. Co.: New 
York and London). As the author frankly says in his 
preface, “this volume consists simply of extracts re- 
printed from my ‘History of the British Army.’ It is 
published in order that the troops at the front may, if 
they wish, study the experiences of their forerunners in 
the Iow Countries in a book which is fairly portable 
and fairly inexpensive.” 

Poems, by Geoffrey Dearmer (Robert M. McBride and 
Co.: New York). Many of these poems have appeared 
in various English publications. They are filled with 
the spirit of the great war. ‘The book is dedicated to 
“Christopher, killed at Suva Bay Oct. 6, 1915.” 

The War Dog, by Edward Peple (E. P. Dutton and 
Co.: New York), is a collection of verses prepared in aid 
of the American Red Cross and dedicated “in friendship 
and respect to any good dog, and all of them: the dog 
that obeys without a question; that loves in pure unself- 
ishness and gives without a thought of gain. 

Nerves and the War, by Annie Payson Call (Little, 
Brown and Co.: Boston). Miss Call’s book deals with 
the individual economy of nerve force. She asserts that 
the economy of buman strength is as necessary, if not 
more so, than the economy of food, of money and of all 
materials needed to win the war. 

Troops on Riot Duty (George Banta Publishing 
Co.: Menasha, Wis.). is a manual for the use of the 
armed forees of the United States or individual states. 
It is written by Major Richard Stockton, U.S.A., and 
Capt. Sackett M. Dickinson, N.G.N.J., and contains 
many valuable suggestions to commanders of troops who 
may be called on to meet riot conditions. 

The Call of the Offshore Wind. by Ralph D. 
(Houghton Mifflin Co.: New York). This new

by the author of “The Fighting Fleets” tells the story 
of a young sea captain of Maine, who has many adven- 
tures at sea, including mutiny and shipwreck, and some 
interesting business experiences on shore in his at- 
tempt to obtain control of the stock of the shipping com- 
pany by which he is employed. 

Episodes en Action, by J. Stuart Walters (E. P. Dut- 
ton and Co.: New York). Mr. Stuart is a member of 
the faculty of the University of Rennes, France. He ex- 
plains in his preface that his book is essentially one of 
spoken French, and that the language of which he gives 
examples does not profess to be literary French, but the 
everyday speech of the “upper bourgeoise,” the class from 
which the learned professions in France are recruited. 
Various exercises are given, which are accompanied by 
phonetie transcripts. The book will prove useful to the 
more advanced students of French. 

I’ Entente Cordiale 4 la Campagne, by Mile. Clemence 
Saunois (I. P. Dutton and Co.: New York). The au- 
thor gives supposititious conversations between friends 
upon various subjects, these being intended as exercises 
for students of the French language. 

Winning and Wearing Shoulder Straps, by Lieut. Col. 
Charles F. Martin, Cav., U.S.A. (The Macmillan Co.: 
New York). The practicability, usefulness and general 
excellence of this little book, which, in brief, is a study 
in the art of command, is evidenced by the fact that it 
has received the official endorsement of the War De- 
partment. No soldier who hopes to wear shoulder straps 
or who has won them, who reads this book and applies 
what ‘it teaches can fail to profit by it greatly, while the 
men who come under his command can not but benefit 
if its spirit and form are conveyed to them in the right 
way. Military efficiency, essential military qualities and 
habits, discipline and morale, leadership and command 
are all discussed in an intelligible, practical way. 

Rumania’s Sacrifice: Her Past, Present a Future, 
by Gogu Negulesco (The Century Co.: New York). In 
this work Mr. Negulesco, who was a member of the Ru- 
manian Parliament when his country entered the war, 
reveals the mystery of her sudden collapse. The book is 
divided into three parts. The first tells of the origin of 


the Rumanian people and the formation of their state, 
the language, customs and industries of the country, the 
war of 1877 and the Balkan war of 1912. The second 
section describes the part played by Rumania in the 
war, the influence of France and of Germany, the atti- 
tude of the political parties in 1914, the causes for the 
declaration of war, the military and political convention 
between Rumania and her allies, and the struggle, re- 
treat and cause of the final defeat of the nation. The 
third part surveys the present resources of Rumania, her 
exploitable wealth, the réle to be played by foreign 
capital and her economic relations in the past and in 
the future with the United States. The book is illus- 
trated with excellent photographs and maps. 

An article on _ shell-shock, which appears in the 
November issue of The Touchstone, is the second of a 
series of eight articles on the subject, intended to teach 
the women of this country how to receive shell-shocked 
men discharged from the hospital, but still in an ex- 
tremely nervous condition.
